A REMARKABLE letter has been 
contributed to the London “ Times” 
by Sir Rowland Blennerhassett, under 
the above heading.

even supposing the idea to be correct 
that it 1s intended for use against us. 
On the other hand, to trust to 
German aid against Russia would, 
it is evident, be to trust to a staff 
which though strong enough is not 
intended for that particular use. 

We have recently discussed the 
position in the Persian Gulf Even 
before the Koweit affair, attention 
was being called to the Persian 
position. In virtue of her loan to 
Persia, Russia has lent Customs 
officials to the latter country, and 
these are as a matter of course 
making the transit of British goods 
is difficult as possible. We have 
lately, after a good deal of trouble, 
developed the Quetta-Nushke route, 
along which the commerce has risen 
in value in a single year from six 
to twelve lakhs of rupees.

Is the Osaka Chiho Saibansho on the 
9th instant judgment was given in the 
action brought by Mr. C. M. Benedickter, 
the representative of the Russo-Chinese 
Bank, against the 130th Bank for the 
recovery of Y. 200,000, being an endorse- 
ment of two promissory notes. The verdict 
of the Court was entirely in favour of the 
Russo-Chinese Bank. Inmediately after 
the judgment the direetors of the Japanese 
Bank resolved that as the ease had 
shown the public why payment of the 
endorsed notes was at first refused, there 
was no longer any necessity to continue 
the struggle, and it was determined to 
pay the whole sum of Y. 200,000 
without taking steps to appeal.

Tuose gentle, int@resting females tho 
Boer women not only seem to be having a 
prosperous and easy time in British refugee 
camps at the expense of the starving wives 
of loyalists fighting under the Union Jack, 
but according to an authentic telegram of 
date the first of September last, they aro 
so emboldened as to go on the loot. An 
armed force of these ladies entered the little 
township of Jagersfontein, in the south of 
the Orange River Colony, looted the houses 
and stofes and conveyed everything of value 
to the farms in the districts. This is the 
sort of thing that, with awful denunciations, 
the French and German sympathisers with 
the Boers, and the Emily Hobhouses aud 
Steads of England impute to our bravo 
soldiers, but. we suppose in this case it will 
be described as the patriotism of noble and 
courageous Boer womanhood. 


Tne other morning says the “Rangoon 
Times” of the 10th September, the Bom- 
bay Light Horse paraded at the 
Town-hall, Bombay, under Captain Cuffe. 
The object was to have a field- 
day at Mahim. ‘The corps have 
recently bad placed at their disposal 
a Hotchkiss quick-fring gun. Trooper 
Spence acted as driver of the same, and 
Troopers Bogue, Stansfield, Tosh, and an- 
other gentleman rode on the limber. Tho 
troops rode as far as the riding school at 
Chowpatti, and all dismounted, On re- 
suming the march the troop left some min- 
utes aliead of the gun team. When enter- 
ing Chowpatti road the gun horses took 
fright and bolted. The driver in endeav- 
ouring to pull up his own horse, let go tho 
reins of the off-wheeler, and the two con- 
tinued their mad career for something like 
half-a-mile. The troop, riding in half-sec- 
tions, on seeing the gun team had bolted, 
divided inorder to make a passage for 
them. Many of the troopers had very 
close shaves, indeed. Sergeant-Major Coy 
very pluckily endeavoured to seize tho 
reins of the off-wheeler, but was unsuccess- 
ful, and in endeavouring to recover his 
seat was thrown from his horse, falling on 
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his left side. He rolled on to his back, and 
when on the ground was very nearly run 
over by the gun. Captain Cuffe then made 
an extremely plucky attempt to seize the 
runaways, but did not succeed. Soon af- 
terwards the gun team, still at full gallop, 
neared the arch of the urant road railway 
bridge and were met by a herd of buffaloes 
emerging therefrom. This temporarily 
checked the horses, but they nevertheless 
lashed into the stone work of the arch, 
with the result that the limber pole was 
smashed to atoms. The gentlemen riding 
on the limber stuck manfully to their s-ats, 
and except a very severe shaking met with 
no accident. The limber was so much dam- 
aged that Captain Cuffe ordered the gun 
to be taken to Messrs. Stephens’ yard. 


Just as the M. M.S. Laos was coming 
to an atichor at Woosung on Tuesday morn 
ing, on her arrival from Japan, a steam 
pipe connected with her steering gear burst, 
with fatal results to two of her crew, one 
of whom expired on the spot. ‘The other 
was severely scalded, and was sent up to 
the General Hospital without delay, but 
unfortunately died from his injuries yester- 
day evening. 








Dr. Move, we learn from home papers, 
is to be consecrated Bishop of Durham on 
St. Luke’s Day, the 18th instant. He 
has received a cordial welcome to Durham 
from the Archbishop of the province. Dr. 
Maclagan speaks of the Bishop-designato 
as a learned theologian and « writer of 
valuable books on personal religion.

H. M. first-class cruiser Cressy, which 
is reported to have left England for China 
on tho Sth inst, is one of tho. six. cruisers 
of the 12,000 ton class which were laid 
down in 1898-1899. The Cressy was laid 
down on the 12th October, 1898, and was 
Tnunched ab the Fairfield Company's works, 
at Govan, on the 4th December, 1899. 
‘The expenditure on her hull, ete. up to 
April, 1901, amounted to £340,000, and 
her cost, exclusive of armament, ‘has’ been 
about £723,000, Her measurements are :— 
length, 440 feet; beam, 69ft.” 6in. ; 
drwught, 26 ft. 3in. Her displacement 
is 19,000 tons and her indicated horse 
power, 21,000. ‘The armament comprises 
two 9.2 in, (22-ton) guns, each mounted 
in an armoured barbette, the mountings 
heing of special design,’ by which the 
guns can be loaded at any angle of 
clevation. ‘There are also eight 6. 
guns, twelve 12-pr. quickfirers, a number 
of machine guns, and tivo 18-in. submerged 
torpedo tubes. "The vital parts of the 
ship are completely enclosed in armour by 
a belt, coterminous with the citadel, which 
has a length of 230 fect and a depth of 
11 ft. 6 in.—that is to say, begining at 
the main deck, it goes a depth of 5 feet 
below the water-line, where it joins the 
rotective deck. ‘The armour throughout 
is of Harveyised stecl, of a thickness of 6 
inches at the belt and inches at the 
thvwartship bulkheads ; the conning tower 
is of the thickness of 12 inches. The 
twelve 6-in. quickfiring guns are above the 
Delt and are carried in casemates. 
She has thirty boilers of the Belleville 
type, fitted with economisers. ‘The work- 
ing pressure is about 300 Ibs. per square 
inch, reduced to 250 Ths. at the engines. 
She has four funnels and two masts, “with 
atopon each for carrying search lights. 
"Phe Cressy was delivered at Portsmouth in 
October, 1900, and in the whole of her 
contractor's trials, in Decomber of that 
‘year, gave complete satisfaction. During 
her eight hours’ full-power trial, with wind 
‘and sea unfavourable, she averaged 20.7 
nots, and during a thirty hours” trial at 
four-fifths power her mean speed was 
20.596. In later trials, however, which 
have taken place this year, she has not 
given the same satisfaction, and repairs 


















































were found necessary which delayed her 
departure for China for some months.

CHINESE WITNESSES. 
Lith Octebor. 

In the case of R. v. F. G. Keeling 
there was a feature which seems to 
deserve very serious consideration. 
As our readers will remember, 
Keeling was accused of a murderous 
assault on a young Chinaman, strik- 
ing him with a hoe and inflicti 
dangerous wound in the ribs. With 
the exception of what the prisoner 
said in self-defence, all the evidence 
as to what actually occurred was 
Chinese, and was manifestly designed 
rather to convict the foreigner than 
to describe what each witness really 
saw. It is not our intention to call 
in question the punishment inflicted 
on the prisoner, which certainly was 
not severe if the Chinese story was 
believed by the Judge; but we think 
it right to point out that, if the 
natives are to be allowed to tell 
deliberate lies with impunity when 
giving evidence against foreigners, 
there is always the possibility of a 
frightful miscarriage of justice. Our 
lives will be at their mercy, and the 
sooner it is made clear to them that 
severe punishment will follow perjury 
the safer we shall feel. 

A woman named Lolo Yen, who 
was standing near when the assault 
took place, declared that two blows 
were given with the business end of 
the hoe—neither of them with the 
handle—and that the prisoner had 
not spoken to the complainant before 
striking him. Two lies here, as 
proved by the complainant himself. 
Cheng Tchu-ching, the father of the 
complainant, had the cool effrontery 
to admit that the elaborate story of 
the assault he described at the Police 
Court was all av invention of his 
own, as he did not witness it. His 
explanation was that he thought at 
that time that his son was going to 
die. This beautiful excuse was ap- 
parently accepted as satisfactory by 
the Judge, as we do not gather that 
any rebuke was administered to the 
lying rascal. Another witness, called 

heng Chow-sha, said at the Police 
Court that there were no women} 
present, and excused himself at the 
trial for this lie by saying that 
the ladies had requested him not 
to mention their presence. ‘The 
prisoner apparently told a straight- 
forward story, as he admitted every- 
thing of which he was accused. His 
statement that he had complained | 
two or three times at the Consulate 
about the removal of his boundary 
stones, and also at the Mixed Court, 
does not appear to have been denied, 
so he had considerable provocation 
and some excuse for cuffing the com- 
plainant. Of course, we are not 
legally entitled to take the law into 
our own hands, even when we have 
applied in vain to the proper authori- 
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ties for protection, but the temptation 
to do so that assails a man of some- 
what violent impulses is sometimes 
difficult to resist. However, there 
was not sufficient evidence on the 
prisoner's side to show that he was 
Justified in self-defence in using such 
‘a dangerous weapon as a hoe, and he 
seems to have been justly punished. 

But whether the prisoner was 
justly punished is not the question 
we are interested in discussing. What 
we should like to know is whether 
the Chinese who, on their own 
admission, gave false evidence at the 
Police Court are to be proceeded 
inst. If the injured lad had died 
itis only reasonable to assume that 
the evidence against the prisoner, 
who would have been in a still more 
serious position, would have been 
proportionately elaborated. This kind 
of thing ought to be promptly 
stopped, and we hope the authorities 
will see fit to take steps now that 
they have such a clear case. We 
admit that it may not seem just to 
expect a Chinaman to realise the 
enormity of giving false evidence, 
and only a very sanguine person 
would think it possible to teach 
Chinese to be truthful, but a danger 
to our lives and liberties which 
might easily become serious should 
certainly receive attention. In 
the present yielding temper of 
the British Government, we do not 
know how soon we shall relinquish 
Extraterritoriality, and we ought to 
educate the Chinese accordingly. It 
seems monstrous that the lying father 
of the complainant should get off 
without even a reproof, and we hope 
he will be taught, as an example to 
others, that while he may luxuriate 
in lying as freely as he pleases in the 
ordinary avocations of his sordid 
existence, he must speak the truth, or 
as near it as his natural falsity will 
allow, when he gives evidence against 
a foreigner in a Police Court. 











THE MUNICIPAL 
COUNCIL AND 
TRAMWAYS. 

12th October. 

Iy connection with the Municipal 
Notification No. 1497 on the subject 
of Tramways, to be found this morn- 
ing in our advertising columns, the 
following communication has been 
forwarded to us by the Council for 
publication :— 

“In regard to the discussion at the Rate- 
payers’ Meeting held on the 8th instant, the 
Council has decided not to advertise for 
tenders for a tramway system in Shanghai. 
The Council is prepared to consider such 
schemes as may be submitted before 4 p.m. 
of the 7th March, 1902, and, as authorised 
by the Ratepayers, will accept any scheme 
which appears to them sufficiently advant- 
ageous to justify such an acceptance.” 

‘This makes it clear that the Council 
are ready to accept any schemes or 
offers for Tramways that are sent in 
to them. These will be carefully 








examined, and such as can be con- 
fidently recommended to the Rate- 
payers at the next annual meeting 
will be selected by the Council from 
among the numerous applications 
that they are bound to receive be- 
tween now and the date of the Rate- 
payers’ meeting. Advertising for 
tenders from Europe in the manner 
that was followed on the previous 
occasion is out of question, as there 
is not sufficient time to make the 
necessary announcement at home, so 
as to secure proposals in reply that 
will include the full information that 
the Council require. 

‘That numerous schemes for ‘Tram- 
ways in Shanghai will be sent in to 
the Council there can be no doubt, 
but the limit, of time is so short for 
the onerous task of carefully sifting 
these, with the object of submittin; 
to the Ratepayers only those whic! 
the Council can conscientiously re- 
commend, that the probability is that 
the community will not have the 
Spporsantty, of discussing more desir- 
able proposals which might otherwise 
have been laid before them. 





BRITISH 
DISSATISFACTION. 
12th October. 

More than once in British history 
has it been shown that the possession 
of an overwhelming majority by any 
one party is a danger to the State, 
not, as it might be in some countries 
where Shakespeare’s dictum as to the 
use of the gianv’s strength is un- 
known, but for the simple reason 
that the certainty of having offences 
condoned, and sins of omission passed 
unpunished, tends directly to care- 
lessness in the preparation, and negli- 
gence in the carrying out of national 
duties. Ever since 1895, when the 
Unionist party were returned with a 
total of 411 members against the 259 
Home Rulers, Irish Nationalists in- 
cluded, Lord Salisbury has had it in 
his power to do practically what he 
liked with the British empire and its 
policy. He came back with the 
promise on his lips to avoid highly 
contentious legislation in home affairs 
for some time. There was therefore 
all the more hope that in his foreign 
policy, supposed always to be the 
Marquis’s s'rong point, there would 
be nothing to record but triumph 
after triumph. In one sense only can 
Lord Salisbury point to any great 
success. He has kept the peace for 
us in Europe, and as peace is the 
“ greatest of all British interests,” we 
may place that to his credit. But 
even in this it is not all gain that 
has to be entered. The profit is by 
no means nett. The Premier's grace- 
fal concessions have become proverb- 
ial, and it is easy to keep on good 
terms with anybody if one is pre- 
pared always to give presents. The 





British under Lord Salisbury have 
not deserved the application fo them 
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of the old saying “Timeo Danaos,” 
etc. There has been nothing to fear 
from them. “I will roar yon as 
gently as any sucking dove,” might 
have been Lord Salisbury’s “Mid- 
summer Night's” motto. “And so he 
watched our expulsion from Madagas- 
car with a smile, our abandonment of 
Samoa without regret, our loss of 
prestige in Peking with nothing but 
diplomatic vapourings. On the other 
hand, the dilatoriness of the Foreign 
Office in the Venezuela affair brought 
us to the verge of a quarrel with 
the United States, and the clumsy 
handling of the South African matter 
landed us actually in war. 
Dissatisfaction has been growing 
stronger and stronger of late, the 
most outspoken critics being found 
on the Unionist side of the House and 
in the staunchest of the Conservative 
Press. Naturally the conduct of the 
war is the main cause of the grum- 
bling, which seems now to have come 
to a head. It is not altogether 
deserved. Our political rivals may 
make merry at our expense, and, if 
they choose, point the finger of scorn 
at us and ridicule our army and every- 
thing concerning it. But if they 
read their own attachés’ reports, they 
now know that under the circum- 
stanes they could have done no 
better, if as well, while we know that, 
most of them would have failed in 
the very preliminary undertaking, 
since they could never have sent a 
quarter of a million men to South 
Africa at all. Similarly, in talking 
of the smallness of the number 
of men opposed to us, they forget to 
use maps of the Salisburian type, and 
imagine that South Africa is com- 
parable in size to some European 
State, whereas the fact is that in- 
cluding Cape Colony the theatre of 
warlike operations has covered 
an area’ equal to that of any four 
of the great Powers of Europe, 
excluding Russia;—an area in 
which were a European war raging 
there would-be engaged four or five 
millions of men. These considerations 
blunt the point of hostile criticism to 
no small degree. At the same time, 
and after making every allowance for 
the difficulty of maintaining much 
more than a thousand miles of railway 
communication in a hostile State, the 
British people do well to be dis- 
satisfied with the lack of vigour 
displayed by the authorities at home. 
If war is to be waged at all, it must 
be waged after the soldiers’ own 
fashion. The union of political 
agents and generals has ever. been 
fertile of friction, disappointment, 
and disgust. While war is in pro- 
gress the voice of the civilian should 
be heard in nothing but incitement 
to the soldier to do his duty. To 
the fullest extent the old Latin saw, 
“Jnter arma silent leges,” should be 
carried out. ‘he history of our ex- 
peditinns to China bears eloquent 
testimony to the inadvisability of 





attaching a Political Agent to a ight- 
ing force. Each gets into the other’s 
way; each wants things done which 
the other declines to permit, and the 
result is partial paralysis. Some- 
thing of this kind has evidently 
happened in South africa. Many 
Englishmen in their anxiety for the 
fature are already wishing for the 
“era of goodfeeling” to begin; for- 
getting that that is impossible until 
the fighting is over and done with. 
The first thing, the very foundation 
stone of the entente cordiale, which 
we all hope to see by and by, must 
be the completion of the conquest, 
without which there will remain the 
old feeling of contempt and hatred 
which stirred up present hostilities. 
The Boer has this much in common 
with the Chinaman, a good opinion 
of himself, a correspondingly low one 
of all who have had the ill-fortune 
not to be born as he was, and a 
particularly strong feeling that his 
country should for ever be free from 
the tread of the hated outlander. 
Both are possessed of that overween- 
ing pride which is the sure outcome 
of the crass ignorance in which for 
generations they have been steeped. 

joth can be convineed »f the error 
of their ways only by ,nysical force. 
‘That is the work of the soldier. We 
have repeatedly put our hand to the 
plough and looked back, as well in 
China as in South Africa, with the 
result that our .furrow is yet before 
us, uncompleted, more and more 
difficult, more and more tiresome 
and subject to interference. 

Evidently we want a change in the 
direction of affairs at home. There 
is no opposition worthy the name. 
It is idle therefore to talk of a 
change of government in the ordinary 
sense, but it ought uot to be impos- 
sible to apply the seniority rule which 
works so well in the services, and 
allow younger men to step into the 
older ones’ shoes. It is action that 
is wanted now, not re-xction. 





MARK MASONRY. 
14th October. 

Ove of the widespread results of 
the death of Her late Majesty, Queen 
Victoria, is that which has affected 
British Freemasonry. Her son, now 
King Edward VII, had been Most 
Worshipful Grand Master of the craft 
since 1875. He had scen an increase 
in the number of lodges under his 
jurisdiction from 1,418 to 2,371, a 
total of 953, scattered all over the 
habitable globe wherever a sufficient 
number of members of the English 
Constitution could be got together 
to hold meetings. But it was known 
at once that his accession to the 
crown would necessarily bring about 
his resignation of the Grand Master- 
ship, and this not only of the Craft as 
represented by Blue Masonry but also 
of the junior branch of Mark Masonry, 
of which he was also the head, 





The only separate Mark Lodge 
working in Shanghai under the 
English Constitution is the “ Orient,” 
No. 482, and at its recent meeting 
some interesting correspondence was 
read bearing upon the change in the 
Grand Mastership. We shall not be 
divulging any Masonic secrets if we 
touch upon. such points in this 
correspondence as may be interesting 
to other masons and to the public 
generally. 

On the death of Her Majesty a 
“Loyal and Dutiful Address” was 
drawn up and sent to His Majesty 
the King, “offering the respectfal 
sympathy of this Grand Lodge and 
the members of the Mark Degree on 
the death of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria, and further presenting the 
respectful and sincere congratulations 
of this Grand Lodge to His Majesty 
on his accession to the Throne.” 

This in due time brought the 
following reply, under date 8th 
February, 1901: - 

“Dear Lord Euston :—I have sub- 
mitted your letter to the King. He 
is very sorry, but he is afraid he 
must now resign the office of Grand 
Master of Freemasons of the Mark 
Degree. He will, however, if it is so 
wished, be happy to become the 
Patron of the Degree. 

Yours sincerely, 
(Signed) Fraycrs KNoutys. 


This kindly and considerate offer 
was, of course, accepted with much 
gratification, and at the next meeting 
the nomination of the King’s brother, 
the Duke of Connaught, as his succes- 
sor, was officially made, the Duke's 
letter of acceptance dated 15th 
February, reading thus :— 

“My Dear Lord Euston :—I have 

Jaced your letter before H.R. H. the 
Bake of Connaught, who desires me 
to thank you most warmly for it, and 
to inform you in reply, that should it 
meet the wishes of the Mark Master 
Masons, His Royal Highness will 
consider it a great honour and_privi- 
lege to be nominated as their Grand 
Master. 

Yours sincerely, 
(Signed) Atrrep Ecertoy.” 


In dne course the election was 
completed, and then as Grand Master 
of the Mark Degree was proclaimed 
His Royal Highness Prince Arthur 
William Patrick Albert, Duke of 
Connaught and Strathearn, Earl of 
Sussex in the Peerage of the United 
Kingdom, Prince of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and ‘Treland, 
Duke of Saxony, Prince of Sixe- 
Coburg and Gotha, Knight of the 
Most Noble Order of the Garter, 
Knight of the Most Ancient and 
Mést Noble Order of the Thistle, 
Knight of the Most Illustious 
Order of St. Patrick, Great Master 
and First and Principal Knight Grand 
Cross of the most honourable Order of 





the Bath, Knight Grand Commander 
of the Most Exalted Order of the Star 
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of India, Knight Grand Cross of THE CHINESE LIGHT- 


the Most Distinguished Order of St. 
Michael and St. George, Knight 
Grand Cross of the Most Eminent 
Order of the Indian Empire, Knight 
Grand Cross of the Royal Victorian 
order, ete., etc., etc., etc. 

The Earl of Euston was then pro- 
claimed under all his titles as Pro- 
Grand Master, and the Honourable 
Alan de Tatton Egerton as Deputy 
Grand Master. 

Shanghai Masons have bad the 
honour of meeting in lodge His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught, 
since on his visit to Shanghai on the 
Sth April, 1890, with the Duchess, 
the brethren took the opportunity of 
presenting him with an address. 

The growth of Mark Masonry 
almost phenomenal 
Lodge of Shanghai is No. 482 on the 
list. [t was constituted in 1895. In 
the latest report, the last lodge, 
founded on August 7th of this year, 
is No, 550, so that in less than six 
years there has been made an ad- 
dition of no fewer than 96 new lodges. 
Like the older stem, Mark Masonry 
is noted already for its charity. The 
Balance Sheet of its “Funds of 
Benevolence” for the year ending 
March 30th, 1901, shows a total of 
£28,505 6s. 5d., divided into three 
arts—the Benevolent Fund, the 
Educational Fund and the Annuity 
Fund. 

The first lodge to be formed ont- 
side the British Isles was that of 
Bermuda, in the sixties. Then fol- 
lowed lodges in Australia, Jamaica, 
Gibraltar, New Zealand, India, 
Burma, Mauritius, Malta, the West 
Indies, South Africa, Tasmania, 
Yokohama, Egypt, Sierra Leone, 
Johannesburg, Cyprus, Beluchistan, 
Shanghai, the Argentine Republic, 
and wherever the British flag flies 
anda few brethren meet, the very 
latest of all being in Umteli, 
Rhodesia. That Mark Masonry is 
flourishing therefore needs no further 
proof It has indeed, as a recent 
writer has said, “made for itself a 
position and influence in the world 
of masonry between 1875 and the 
present year.”

| HOUSE SERVICE. 

| 15th Octobes. 

; Mr. J. Recinanp Hanpixc, En- 
gineer-in-Chief of the Imperial Mari- 
| time Customs, only left Shanghai on 
a term of leave early this summer, 
| but on his arrival at home lost no 
‘time in laying before his professional 
‘ brethren that knowledge of the Chi- 
nese Lighthouse Service which he is 
so perfectly fitted to expound, for on 
the 5th of September last he read 
| before the International Engineering 
| Congress at Glasgow a most interest- 
| ing paper on the Lighthouse Service 
in China, a copy of which he has 
kindly sent us. 

Mr. Harding opened his address by 
pointing out that when the Inspector- 
General, Sir Robert Hart, first joined 
the Customs Service in 1859. the 
coast of China was practically 
unlighted, with the exception of a 
lightship at the mouth of the Yangtze, 
and a few native lights which were 
of the most primitive construction, 
as the illuminating apparatus con- 
sisted usually of an iron circular 
dish containing vegetable oil, with 
cotton wicks floating round its edge, 
but their exhibition was intermittent 
and uncertain. 

‘The work of properly lighting the 
coast was only commenced in earnest 
in 1869, when Mr. D. Marr Henderson 
was appointed Engineer to the 
Lighthouse Department, and during 
the next thirty years the greater 
number of lights in China were 
designed by him, and their con- 
struction carried out under his 
supervision. Mr. Henderson retired 
in 1898 and was succeeded by Mr. 
Harding, who had twenty-one years 
before joined as Assistant-Engineer, 
Mr. Harding rightly remarks that 
Mr. Henderson may justly look back 
on his thirty years’ work in China 
with pride and satisfaction. 

In 1863 a lightship was placed on 
the Langshan crossing in the Lower 
Yangtze, which was finally replaced 
by a buoy in 1877; a light was 
exhibited in 1865 at Woosung, but 
the tower was not built there till 
1872, the light itself being improved 
on three separate occasions subse- 
quently. In 1867 a light-ship was 
moored off Newchwang, and in the 
same year the first large sea light 
was exhibited on the coast, on the 
island of Kung Kung-tao, off the 
entrance to Chefoo. The illuminat- 
ing apparatus is first-order catoptric, 
showing a fixed white light, which 
cost £968. Mr. Harding says that 
this is the only catoptrie shore light 
now existing in China. The tower 
is a very old-fashioned, clumsy, brick 
and stone structure of great strength, 
and is thirty feet in height to the 
lantern gallery. 

In 1868 a small lighthouse with a 
wooden pile was established ab the 

















Kiutean beacon, which was finally 
replacedin 1895by a sixth-order lens- 
lantern. 

“Tn 1869, a third-order dioptric 
fixed light, burning vegetable oil, 
was placed on the small island of 
Gutzlaff, outside the Yangize estuary. 
No tower was built, but a lantern 
with a high cast-iron murette was 
carried on stone foundations on the 
summit of the island. The lantern 
and light were replaced in 1900 by 
a steel tower 25 feet in height, 
surmounted by a lantern having an 
internal diameter of 8 feet 24 inches 
with vertical standards and curved 
glazing. It shows one white flish 
every five seconds, and is the most 
rapid tlashing light on the Chinese 
coast ; and in spite of its great bril- 
liancy, it must. be confessed that the 
exceedingly short duration of the 
flash causes the system to be less 
popular with mariners than the 
older lights with longer flashes, on 
account of the difficulty of taking 
accurate bearings.” In 1870 a first- 
order dioptric revolving light was 
placed on the North Saddle Island, 
and in 1871 first-order lights were 
eatablished on the coast at Shawei- 
shan, Chapel Island, and Middle 








Dog; in 1872 a fourth-order dioptric 
fixed white light was exhibited on 
West Volcano, and in 1873 a first- 
order dioptric light was placed on 
‘Turnabout, a difficult site to deal 
with, both for construction and for 
maintenance, on account of its ex- 
posed position. The largest island 
of the Lamocks group was supplied 
with a first-order dioptric light on its 
‘summit in 1874, with a fourth-order 
low light covering the Boat and 
White Rocks, The same year saw 
the erection of a first-order dioptric 
fixed white light on the north-east 
Promontory of Shantung, which was 
changed to occulting in 1892, while 
the next year a powerful first-class 
double-note fog-siren was erected at 
that dangerous locality, In 1875 
Oksen Island was supplied with a 
first-order dioptric revolving light; 
Fisher Island in the Pescadores with 
a fourth-order fixed light, while a 
similar one was erected on Tsingseu 
Island at the entrance to Amoy. A 
new light-ship was placed on the 
Kiutoan flats in 1878, and another off 
Taku Bar. In 1880, the entrance to 
the port of Swatow was lighted by the 
exhibition of a fourth-order dioptric 
light on Good Hope Cape, and a 
sixth-order dioptric light on Sugar- 
loaf; while a first-order light was 
placed on one of the most important 
and dangerous turning-points on the 
coast, Breaker Point, about 30 miles 
south of Swatow, on @ tower with a 
total height of 120 feet to the vane. 
In 1882 first-order lights were 
established on Howki Island in the 
Gulf of Pechili, aud on Dodd Island 
twenty-five miles north-east of Amoy; 
anda small dioptric fixed light was 
placed on Fort Zelandia ab Anping, 
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1883 wasa busy year. The South 
Cape of Formosa ‘was lighted by a 
first-order dioptric fixed white 
light, and had to be fortified, as the 
district in which it is built is in- 
habited by savages; and third-order 
dioptric revolving lights were erected 
on Steep and Bonham Islands, 
Whe south-east Shantung Pro- 
montory was lighted by a first 
order "dioptric revolving —_ light, 
and a _ first-class, _single-note 
steam fog-siren was provided; while 
a sixth-order dioptric fixed light was 
exhibited at Saracen’s Head, ‘Taku. 
In 1888 two range lights at Tamsui 
Bar were lighted; and in 1890 a 
sixth-order lens-lantern was erected 
at Anping, while a fourth-order diop- 
tric fixed light was exhibited at Loka 
Island in the Chusan Archipelago. 
In 1891 the harbour lights of Port 
Arthur and Weihaiwei were taken 
over by the Department, and were 
renewed. The former is now in the 
hands of the Russians. The British 
Government have taken over the 
Weihaiwei lights, but they are still 
managed by the Chinese Lighthouse 
Service. In 1893, first-order dioptric 
group flashing lights were exhibited 
on Waglan Isiand outside Hongkong, 
and Laotiehshan on the southern 
extremity of the Liaotung Peninsula, 
about nine miles from Port Arthur. 
The British Government took over the 
former last March, and the Russians 
took possession of the latter in 1898. 

In 1894 the lighting of Hainan 
Straits was commenced by the estab- 
lishment of sixth and fourth-order 
lights reapentively in Hoihow Har- 
bour; on Lamko Point, Hainan Island, 
and on Cape Cami, immediately op- 
posite to Lamko. The finest lij 
‘on the coast, that of the hyper-radial 
light on Peiyushan Island, about 200 
miles to the south of Shanghai, was 
erected in 1895, the tower, lantern, 
and light costing £8,972, In 1898 a 
screw-pile lighthouse, carrying a 
fourth-order dioptric group-fashing 
light, was erected on Drinkwater 
Point, and the next year a similar 
lighthouse with occulting light seven 
miles from Drinkwater Point. In 
1890 temporary ed were estab- 
lished at Shanhaikuan and Chin- 
wangtao at the request of the Ad- 
mirala of the Allied forces. 

During these years under review 
the Yangize was being progressively 
lighted, and Mr. Harding records the 
fact that there are now 35 shore 
lights and 18 light-boats on the 
Lower and Middle Yangtze, exclusive 
of the estuary lights; while the total 
number of lights, etc. now under 
the control of the Service is:— 
Lights, 98; light-vessels, 4; light- 
boats, 20; buoys, 88; beacons, 78; 
in addition to which there are no 
less than seventeen lights on the 
coast and in Formosa in the hands 
of other nations. 

Mr. Harding gave further particu- 
lars about the Staff, Fog Signalling, 








Buoys and Beacons, Construction, 
Maintenance and Inspection, and 
while alluding with pride to the com- 
mendable work accomplished by the 
Department, it was no concern of his 
to point out that for many years the 
Chinese Government did little or 
nothing in the way of lighting the 
coast, in return for the enormous 
amount of tonnage dues paid specially 
for the purpose by foreign shipping, 
and that even up to the present time 
a large portion of those dues have 
been appropriated by the Chinese 
and diverted from the purpose for 
which they were levied. 





AFGHANISTAN. 
15th October. 

For more than a generation popular 
prejudices have fixed upon certain 
political storm centres toward which 
any local occurrence of more than 
usual note was sure to draw attention 
from every point of the compass. 
‘There are the Balkan States, ‘Afghan: 
istan, and Morocco, the Far East 
probably being destined to be a fourth, 
greater and more important than 
either. Of these the one most in 
the public eye for a few days lately 
was Afghanistan, There are un- 
easinesses respecting the Balkans 
and Morocco, but there no vital 
change has occurred to put a new 
face on affairs. In Afghanistan on the 
other hand, there has just occurred 
an event which in an Eastern land 
with old-world customs and ideals 
might be followed by anything, but 
what, the most clear-sighted of pro- 
phets would hesitate to foretell. 

The Amir is dead. Abdur Rah- 
man Kban, GCB, GCSI, the 

andson of the celebrated Dost 
Sfahommed Khan, came to the throne 
in July, 1880. Louis Cavagnari had 
just been murdered, and a British 
force had administered chastisement. 
For many years the British Govern- 
ment paid to the late Amir a sub- 
sidy of 18 lakhs of rupees, with which 
he did as he pleased and of which 
he rendered no account. It is to 
the interest of India that its north- 
western frontier should not merely 
be secure, but beyond the reach of 
hostile effort. In all probability, 
whatever happened, no effort that 
could be made from the northor north- 
west could force the frontier as it 
is now guarded and in face of the 
immense superiority which modern 
weapons give to the defence. Still 
from the very fact that Afghanistan 
is a very difficult country of quite 
respectable size, it is good that its 
ralers should be firm allies of Great 
Britain. Its territory could never be 
crossed by the only rival we have in 
that neighbourhood unless the way 
had been paved by previous diplomacy. 
From Herat to the Khyber Pass is 
no less a distance than 600 miles, a 
tract without railways, almost with- 





out roads, and flanked by hil! districts 


to which those of South Africa of 
which we have experience lately 
are open country. When to these 
natural difficulties, which even 
in peace would render the move- 
ment of a large army a feat of 
no small difficulty, we consider the 
character of the tribes on the way, it 
is easy to see how formidable would 
be the task of crossing Afghanistan 
with such foes all around and a 
civilised enemy in front. 

Habibullah Khan, like his father, is 
the proud possessor of a British 
order. Like his father it is to be 
hoped that he will find that, so long 
as he Keeps faith with Britain, 
Britain will keep faith with him. 
In 1897 when the hill tribes rose 
because of our decision (80 they gave 
out) to keep control of Chitral, the 
late Amir issued a proclamation 
“plain for all folks to see,” in which 
he pointed out to them how they had 
misjudged British action in Chitral. 


. | He ridiculed the assumed right of the 


mullahs to preach a jihad or holy war. 
Owning no Kaliph of the Koreish 
tribe ut the time, he proclaimed him- 
self “King of Islam” and pointed with 
much pertinence to the fact that 
there were more Mohammedans onthe 
side of Great Britain than there were 
against her. He made an apt quota- 
tion from the Koran respecting the 
obligation of keeping one’s word, and 
in short acted as a faithful ally might 
be expected to act. Since then the 
relations between the two States have 
on the whole been satisfactory. 
Scarcely a reference was to be found 
in ordinary newspapers to Afghanistan 
for months together, and we know 
that the time was being spent b 
the late Amir in introducing such 
improvements among his country- 
men as were possible. 

Luckily for England she has often 
been served nobly in the outstand- 
ing parts of her vast realms when the 
Government at home has been any- 
thing but effective. India in parti- 
cular has had Viceroys whose careers 
would bear comparison with those of 
the greatest consuls of Rome’s 
palmiest days. We have recently 
had occasion to criticise the in- 
vertebrate policy of our present go- 
vernment. It is therefore a pleasure 
to turn to the successful career of a 
Viceroy who, removed from the evil 
influences of a depressing majority, 
and unenervated by too long a 
tenure of the same office, has 
done his duty as a British stntes- 
man should, has safeguarded his 
country’s interests, guided her 
through periods of famine and pesti- 
lence, and moreover has evidently 
looked somewhat beyond his nose in 
the anticipation of, and preparation 
for, coming events. 

We refer to the present Viceroy 
of India, Lord Curzon. It is doubt- 
less due partly to his prevision that 
the Afghan crisis has passed without 





disturbance, without friction, and 
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except for the perfunctory notice of 
such events, without comment. And 
this when the theatre of events is 
one ef the word's storm centres. 
Such is the result of facing facts in 
time. Lord Curzon’s ideas as to the 
desirability of preventing any change 
for the worse in the status quo 





in Afghanistan and Persia are 
well known. It is a fortunate 
thing that in such a country 


as Afghanistan, in which intrigue 
has so often resulted in a change of 
rulers, there should be a new begin- 
ning in stability. When “ Amurath 
to Amurath succeeds” there is evid- 
ence of a solidity in the political 
structure which has not always been 
present. Some of the Russian payers 
and many Rassian politicians tell us 
that the idea of a Russian invasion 
of India is a product of too vivid a 
British imagination. That Russia 
finds Afghanistan a highly convenient, 
and easily used fulcrum they all 
admit. Interference on the part of 
Great Britain with Russian projects 
elsewhere has more than once been 
stopped or modified bya movement 
in the neighbourhood of Herat. And 
so it will continue until one of two 
things has occurred, the Jong-looked- 
for war to the knife between the two 
great states while other nations 
complacently watch the fatal weaken- 
ing, or the equally long-dreamed-of 
consummation of 2 completely com- 
prehensive agreement. Which of the 
two is the more desirable none but 
the blind could fail to see.

CHINANFU.

German Activity at Tsingtao. 


Your correspondent has just returned 
from a trip to Tsingtao, coming back by 
vay of Chefoo and the canal. The activity 
in building in the German port is immense, 
showing that the Germans—and also the 
Chinese, who are investing large sums in 
buildings there—have great faith in the 
future of Tsingtao, a faith which seems 
hound to be justified by the outcome, 
provided the Germans show sufficient 
iherality in their management of 
the port and in the settling of tariffs on the 
new railroad. At present there seems to 
iderable complaint of the high 
arges on the railroad both for passengers 
—only third class carriages being run so 
far—and for freight. 


A Desirable Innovation. . 

From Chefoo, Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire are running a steamer once a week 
to Tangchiakou, the native port at the 
mouth of the canal running up to Chinan. 
An excellent feature of the run is that the 
steamer not only runs in over the bar, but 
up the river to the town, so that freight 
can be transferred directy from the steamer 
to native boats, without being subjected to 
the long and tedious trip of ten miles from 
the bar to the town in cargo boats or junks, 
an experience whieh the writer has had on 
every previous trip. 

Yellow River Flood. 

We found the canal flooded throughout 
four fifths of its length hy water from the 
Yellow River, which broke through its south 
bank over a month ayo, not very far 
north-east of Chinanfu. The whole 
country for over a hundred miles along 
the canal is one vast lake, the banks of 
the canal being in some places completely 
washed away, and in others being covered 
out of sight by the high water. Only in 
one place, however, was the canal proper 
impassable owing to its having been silted 
up, it being necessary at this place to make 
a detour through the fields to reach the 
navigable part farther up. In fact the 
canal, instead of being less usable on 
account of the flood is—with the exception 
noted above—in better condition than 
usual for the passage of heavy draft boats, 


A Commendable Scheme. 

It has occurred to your correspondent 
that this fact might give a hint as to 
a possible way of improving the canal 
from Chinan to Yangehiakou, a scheme 
in which Governor Yuan, and his right 
hand man Tang Tuotai, are deeply interest- 
ed. The trouble with the canal is that it 
is too shallow, especially in its upper 
reaches for deeper draft vessels and it 
is feared even for steam launches. Why 
would it not be possible to divert part of 
the superthuous water of the Yellow River, 
which flows within twelve Ii of Chinan 
(and still nearer the eanal) into the canal 
1 good depth of water at 
jout its length. This no 
ire_a_ system of sluices at 
the outlet from the Yellow River to prevent 
constant flooding of the canal, but it would 
seem to be a comparatively easy piece of 
engineering to carry out, and would render 
the canal far more ‘useful. As soon as the

Increase of Native Converts. 

The out-stations of the Church of Scot 
land Mission have recently been visited by 
the missionaries. Everywhere the people 
were friendly, and the officials showed os- 
pecial care. In every district passed 
through, the Pacification Edict is posted 
up. One military official sent four soldiers 
over 30 miles to meet and receive the mis- 
sionaries, and a magistrate sent runners 
15 miles to escort the visitors to his city. 
Mission work in the country is eminently 
successful at present. Enquirers have in- 
creased so rapidly, it is hardly possible to 
keep pace with the work and its needs. 


Three Years’ Drought. 
One district visited, 60 miles from 
Ichang in a north-easterly direction, has 
had bad harvests for three years owing to 
drought. It seems strange while we in this 
neighbourhood have had heavy rains and 
floods, that a district so near should have no 
rain at all. Although the rice crops have 
failed the people are growing cotton, sesa- 
mum, peanuts, and hemp, but even these 
look poor. 
Mineral Wealth. 

‘On the road the missionaries met a par- 
ty of foreigners—said to be Americans— 
returning from a visit to some mines in 
the district of Yunnanhsien. Coal 18 
abundant in that neigbourhood. Copper is 
also said to be found. ‘There is a water 
way from Shasi to near tie mincs, naviga- 
ble by small craft. The country for 70 
miles from the Yangtze, northwards, is a 
vast plain and easily adaptable for rail- 
ways.

A Welcome Change. 

Your correspondent, is again in Ichou- 
fu, after an absence of three months, and 
finds the country even more peaceable now 
than when he went away. The echoes of 
the troubles of last year have well-nigh 
died away, with the exception that there 
has as yet. been no ropai for damage 
done in the heat of the anti-foreign out- 
breaks. An evidence of the desire of our 
prefect to maintain existing quietness ap- 
peared on the overland journey from Kiao- 
chou ; soldiers have been placed on the 
road at convenient places for the protection 
of travellers ; that is, foreign ones. Includ- 
ing the military posts where Governor 
Yuan Shih-k’ai” has stationed troops, 
there are six places in the 520 li 
between the tivo cities, where are found 
soldiers, whether mounted or unmounted, 
Onthe ‘road the people were neither es- 
pecially friendly nor offensively hostile. In 

nut two places was a feeling of offishness 
apparent, and this was probably due to 
nothing more than a natural strangeness in 
the presence of a man who lacks a queue. 
A Reign of Drought. 

‘The prevailing drought is giving the 
farmers some uneasiness. They remember 
their experience of two years ago, when 
winter wheat in many instances did not 
come up because it was planted in  parch- 
ed soil. Food products are beginning to 
feel the effect of the lack of rain, ‘but 
the earlier crops of the year ' were 
ko vemarkably good that prices ave still 
below the average. 

Local Revenue Office. 

Tchoufu has a newly-established office, a 
sort of a collectorship of internal revenue. 
Distilleries are taxed heavily to help pay 
Shantung’s increased expenses arising from 
the payment of indemnities and allied war 
expenses, and it is the business of this 
office to collect such tax in the seven hsiens 
of the Ichoufu prefecture. Ch’en Kung- 
Tinng, who as our magistrate three years 
ago proved a reliable friend of the foreigners 
in the boginning of Shantung’s troubles, 
and who lost his position because of his 
ro-foreign attitude then, has been placed 
In charge. Tt is sid that 10,000 taels are 
being raised in this hsien from this source 
alone. 

A Hopeful Sign. 

Steps have been taken here to establish 
aprinting office. A company, at the head 
‘of which are two of the leading officials 
of the city, has been organised with a 
capital stock of 2,000 ‘tacls, to buy 
type and set up an cstablishment which 
stu do a general printing business. 
We welcome the venture, and hope it 
will succeed. If China is to wake up, 
Ichoufu is bound not to be left in the

Departure of Troops. 


Tho first half of the German-drilled 
troops left here by the Chinese cruisers 
Wantai, Kingching and Taoming, on Sun- 
day, the 29th ultimo ; and the last balf on 
‘Wednesday, the 2nd instant, in the Wan- 
tai and Kingehing. They will land some- 
what opposite Chinkiang, proceed to 
Tsingkiangpu by the Grand Canal, and will 
stop there awhile for orders. ‘The embark- 
ing at Kiangyin was very orderly indeed ; 
the troops were quiet and cheerful. ‘They 
left the camps about daylight, and before 
8 a.m. the cruisers were iy under way. 
Tt was a pity that one boat with soldiers 
met with an accident, otherwise the work 
might have been cglled nearly perfect. 


Foreign Admirals on the River. 

The same morning that the first half of 
the soldiers were embarking, the Alacrity, 
flying the flag of the English Vicc-Admiral, 
passed the Forts for up river ; and just af- 
ter the second half of the soldiers left, 
Rear-Admiral Kirchhoff, in his flagship the 
Hansa, anchored here. 


The German Admiral’s Visit. 

It is said that the German Admiral came 
here to have a look at the drilled troops, 
and to see how they bad been doing since 
the German instructors left them. But the 
German-drilled troops bad all left when tho 
Admiral arrived, so that there was no op- 
portunity for him to sce whether the Tze 
Chiang Brigade had kept up the drill of 
the Fatherland that had been taught them. 


Rear-Admiral Kirchhoff 

called on General Lee and Commodore 
Sha ; the General returned the call just be- 
fore the Hansa left for Nanking. Admiral 
Kirchhoff was invited by Commodore Sha 
to inspect the Haichee, the Commodore's 
vessel, which the Admiral did, and after- 
wards went ashore to see the drill at one of 
the Batteries. The Admiral was good 
enough to express his admiration of the 





















smart condition of the Haichee, both as to 
ship and armament, and said he thought 
the guns would be most serviceable in act- 





ion. He was also kind enough to invite 
some of the officers, afloat and ashore, on 
board his flag-ship to inspect her and wit 
ness gundrill; which invitation was readily 
accepted, but the 1 brief one.

An Acting Appointment. 

General Lee acts now as Admiral of the 
Southern Squadron, in place of Vice-Ad- 
miral Shin, who is in bad health and bas 
resigned the service. Gen Lee, how- 
ever, never goes afloat but remains in’ camp. 


All Quiet on the Yangtze. 

‘The Shanghai papers fear future trou- 
bles in the Yangtze region ; there is, how- 
ever, not the slightest sign of trouble 
about here. 


The Northern Squadron. 

‘The ships of the Northern Squadron now 
lnere are the Haitien, Huichee, Haichew, 
Haishin, Feianing, and Tungshee. There 
is nothing on the board about impending 
changes, and perhaps all the rumours of 
such are only political. The Chinese would

Others think that if the birthday 
of the Empress Dowager is to be celebrated 
in Honan, something will occur to prevent 
the journey being resumed this winter. 
‘The whole indication here is that the Court 
is coming back. The pslace has upwards 
of 800 attendants in the different courts 
or at the gates, thouzh there is no neod for 
them at present. ‘They by their position 
can draw pay, and they stand in readiness 
vo be permanently employed. The repairs 
and ornamentation and refurnishing con- 
tinue, We have never known the Imperial 
quarters to look better. It is now under- 
stood that the Chienmén, or front. south 
gate, is to have mat superstructures to 
take the place of the towers which were 
destroyed. 


Reforms in the Air. 

The Court's stop at Kaifengfu will give 
an opportunity to consult on the future 
policy of the nation. Lately the 
Viceroy Chong Chih-tang hs boon largely 
followed in reform, and we hear that he is 
to visit Kaiféngfu and have audience, th 
first in many years, His very lengthy 
memorials have prepared the way fur a coy 
dial reception.

The Triad Society. 


At:the close of last week a band of 
fugitive Basel missionaries Fased through 
the port on their way to Hongkong. For 
some time the district of Hsiangning liad 
been disturbed with rumours of robbers, 
associnted more or less closely with 
the Triad Society. As these grew in 
urgency they reached the ear of the 
German Consul in Swatow, who took 
prompt measures to inform the Viceroy. 

‘he force sent by that official, 100 braves, 
was altogether insufficient in view of the 
threatened danger, and the result is that 
the robbers, or rebels, have looted the 
houses of several rich Chinese, made an 
attack on the district city of Hsiangning, 
and threatened the more important Ch’angle- 
hsien, Report gives it that the Prefect 
of that place has poisoned himself. In 
addition to these deeds of violence the 
mission station at a place three miles 
from where the braves lay in hold was 
burned down on the 20th of September, 
and the missionaries had to fly to Chia- 
Fingchou, and so to the coast. One of 
their number, Rev. R. Kutter, was out 
on a journey when the affair happened, 
and has lost all his effects. His where- 
abouts is uncertain, and rumour has dealt 
hardly with him, but there is reason to 
hope that he has made his way to some 
place of safety.

Native Missionary Agents. 

As I forecasted in my last, the Lai Wu 
expedition came back and’ reported all 
quiet and peaceful. Moreover the report} 
is that it was a piece of score-settling 
against a family obnoxious to some Catho- 
lic adherents. They reported to the pre- 
fect of Taianfu that at a certain village 
there was a man who was practising “Box- 
er” arts, and in addition was storing arms, 
ammunition and silver in a cave, to which 
more than a thousand people were resort- 
ing to receive instruction. The resident 
‘agent (native) of the Catholic organisation 
insisted that the prefect should at once send 
troops to the village named and apprehend 
the man accused. Wisely thinking that 
this was rather a drastic measure, the pre 
fect first sent to make enquiries, and find- 
ing nothing, sent for the Catholic agent to 
ask him more particularly as to his source 
of information, and found that the agent 
had just gone’ to Chinanfu. The prefect 
thinking this a move to report the matter 
to the Governor, at once sent off a runner 
with his version of the matter, and the Gor- 











cruor immediately sent —troops 








Tho result of course 
is increased’ hatred against foreign- 
ers in general. It is perfectly as- 
tounding that the Chinese will be so foolish 
in the face of last year’s events; but it is 
only too evident that there is even a great- 
cr desire than ever before to uso: foreign 
connections to forward their personal af- 
fairs. Where native agents are employed 
in missionary work, even the greatest caro 
will not avoid many complications, and 
when they are given a rather free hand, the 
things they wil do are well-nigh incredible. 
Aman who has been known as notoriously 
anti-foreign, is just now seeking to attach 
himself to the Catholics ata well-known 
place, and on being sougbt for, was found 
on tho premises smoking opium and drink- 
ing wino with his cronies. It developed 
that he had learned of some influence that 
the native priest had got with the Governor, 
and as ho had a case pending, thought i¢ 
would be a good thing to connect himself 
with tho church. 

Another man in missionary employ (not 
Catholic) presuming on his position as re- 
presenting tho foreigner, attempted to 
make a social call on the prefect and thus 
enhanco his influence in the eyes of the 
people, so that any affairs which he mighb 
have would be more easily managed. Tho 
prefect. very properly declined’ his 
advances, and the agent made such xe- 
presentations to the “foreign office” at 
the Provincial capital, as’ to bring a 
reprimand on the prefect. ‘The pro- 
fect seems to be a man welldis- 
posed, and of good character. ‘That he 
and others like him should be annoyed and 
humiliated by such intolerable presump- 
tion, would bo bad enough under most, pal- 
liating circumstances, bub under present 
conditions and with last year's lesson beforo 
men’s eyes, such things aro amazing. And 
set from the best information obtainable 
these aro samples of what. is being very 
widely practised. Missionaries, whether 
Catholic or Protestant, are taken in by their 
agents, and no Chinese know better how 
to present a clear balance sheet when any 
enquiry is made. Besides, these agents are 
all supposed to be actuated by religious 
motives and their statements are given 
weight accordingly. ‘That some are worthy 
of this confidence, there is no doubt, but 

a large” number of — them 

not, is only too painfully 
to ono who takes a 
dispassionate view of the caso. An examin- 
ation of cases of trouble between Christians 
and their heathen neighbours would show 
that by far the greater part of them were 
occasioned by the interference of these 
same agents. The difficulty is, of course, 
in having Ecclesiastical organisations un- 
der foreign supervision with native agents. 
But a discussion of this would encroach on 
forbidden ground in this paper, so I refrain.

Owing to the scarcity of fuel which is 
now experienced by the railway along ite 
Tine, the demand for which will be cons- 
tantly increasing as soon as official traftic 
hogins, the Head Office of the railway 
uppropriated the necessary funds and 
handed them over to the Department of 
Agriculture and Government Domains at 

t. ‘Petersburg, in order that the latter 
might orgunize two separate mining parties 
(one gevlogical party and one for explora- 
tion). ‘These will prospect and explore in 
the regions along the line for such deposits 
of fuel as could be developed for the 
exclusive use of the railway 

Owing to restored tranquillity along the 
line the Commander-in-Chief of the Amur 
Military District has found it possible to 
give permission to the wives and families 
of officers and other oficials, to join their 
husbands serving in parts’ of Northern 
Manchuria situated on the railroad line,

, would like to 
make the present Commissioner responsible 
for the acts of his predecessor, as well as 
for the decisions of the Colonial Oftice in 
London. 

T have niade inquiries and find there are 
certain inaccuracies in your contributors 
article to which attention should be drawn: 

He states that the second applicant for 
mining licence “made no map at all.” 
This is not only not the case, but the fact 
is he sent ina map that indicated most 
clearly what he wanted, which is more than 
can be said for the map sent by the first 
applicant. The latter made a village the 

yrincipal point in his application, and the 
Former indicated a certain hill very near, 
but separated by a stream of considerable 
consequence. Again the writer states:—“* If 
the Commissioner could go out. with the 
second applicant to be shown the spot, 
surely he could have done the same... - 
with the first applicant.” But he ignored the 
fact—in ignorance it is to be hoped—that 
the two applications went before lifferent 
Commissioners, and the present Commis- 
sioner is scarcely responsible for his pre- 
deceesor’s acts or omissions. The claims 
‘of the two applicants as interpreted by tho 
authorities here are distinctly traced out 
on the oficial chart kept at head-quarters, 
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When the first applicant asked ‘for an 
extension of his mining license, it was 
found that it would infringe the rights 
already granted to others. He then com- 
plained, I understand, that his original 
application had been misinterpreted. ‘The 
Commissioner referred the whole question 
to the Colonial Office, and the final decision 
is in favour of the second applicant. 

However disastrous and deplorable ‘red- 
tapeism” may be, the recent dispute ap) 
torhave bee on’a question of fact and. th 
interpretation to be placed on the two 
maps. If the claim of the first applicant 
was misunderstood by the authorities, it 
was as much his fault ax anyone's.” A 
business man and one endowed “with a 
few grains of common sense” would have 
been more careful to send in a more 
detailed map. 

In conclusion, as regards license to under- 
take mining operations, I am given to 
understand that all these documents state 
most clearly “* what powers are conferred.”

Germany and Weihaiwei. 

In view of the rumour so widely cir- 
culated, that Germany is about to acquire 
this port, the following letter—a reply to 
enquiries by one who was about to leave 
England to take up fresh professional work 
in the new Colony—is of some general 
interest :—

An Extraordinary Fatality. 

From a village near Shihtao, a fishing 
centre on the Promontory of considerable 
importance, comes, strange story of the 
death of a child. A little boy, four years 
old, was attacked by a cock, and so 
shockingly injured that he died the same 
day. ‘The bird inflicted seven wounds on 
the child's face and neck and destroyed an 
eye. The natives seem to have a prejudice 
against keeping about the house fowls as 
Old as this evcke (6 years), even if it prove 
useful as serving the’ purpose of an 
“alarm clock" at dawn, or is a good 
substitute for the ordinary house watch- 
dog. There seems to be some ground for 
this prejudice when such fan extraordinary 
and almost unique fatality, as narrated 
above, becomes possible. 


The Power of the Fortune-teller. 


On the 16th day of the 7th moon, at 
Chiihsia, about 35 miles west of Chefoo, an 
atrocious crime was committed, which was 
the direct result of a fortune-teller's pre- 
dictions, and illustrates most forcibly the 
extent to which the credulous and ignorant 
may be imposed upon, even to their own 
lasting hurt. 

‘A certain woman, who had a son and 
daughter of her own, was also unfortunately 
step-mother to another boy. The mother 
entertained a fortune-teller—blind as most 
of them are, and on account of their loss of 
sight credited with greater powers of in- 
sight into the future. The man, for a con- 
sideration, told the woman her fortune, and 
predicted a great future for her son, who 
would become a mandarin, but he added 
that the step-son would come to no 
and would turn out a disgrace to the family. 
‘Theprophet, meetingasecondfortune-teller, 
sent him on to the house to confirm his 
prediction, and the mother, now fully con- 
vineed, decided to do away with her step- 
son, a boy of fifteen, who at the time was at 
1s school in tho neighbourhood. 

‘The woman’s younger sister was staying 
in the house for a month, and seems at 
first to have taken the boy’sside. On return- 




















ing home, the latter was warned by his 
step-aunt and instead of entering the house 
sought the protection of neighbours. 
These belittled his fears and persuaded 
him to return home. Here he was met by 
his step-mother and killed with a knife, 
the other woman if not aiding, at any rate 
abetting the murder. An incident in con- 
nection with the crime illustrates the 
proverbial fidelity of the dog. The dead 
boy’s pet returned to the school and by his 
conduct and importunity roused the school- 
master's suspicion and led him to the: 
scene of the tragedy, where he found the 
body. The teacher, overawed by threats 
against, his own life, accepted ‘hush. 
money” from the woman, but when free of 
the house reported the matter to the 
district Magistrate. 

‘A small” party, consisting of the two 
women, the two fortune-tellers and the 
school-master—not to mention the dog— 
with the necessary escort, has been dis- 

tched to the capital of the province, 
Bhinanfu, where, no. doubt, in'due time 
proper punishment will be meted out to 
the two sisters.

The sensation of the week h 
arrest of Dr. Krause who, as 
mandant, delivered up Johannesburg to 
Lord Roberts, and who as Public Prose- 
cutor under the Transvaal Government, 
figured prominently in the Edgar murder 
case and other sensitional episodes of the 
period just before the war. Dr. Krause 
has been in England some six months, 
and, being a member of the English bar, 
has’ practised in the Courts here to some 
extent. He had been briefed, tuo, as one of 
the counsel for Mr. Markham, M. P.,in the 
libel suit which has been instituted against 
that gentleman by Messrs. Wernher, Beit 
and Co. At present Dr. Krause has only 
been formally charged with treason, and we 
know nothing definite as to the allegations 
against him.” It is presumed, however, 
that the charge will be that he has been in 
{reasonable correspondence with the Boer 
leaders who are still in the field ; and it is 
thought probable that the papers found on 
the oceasion when Mr. Steyn so narrowly 
escaped capture will throw some light on 
the case.

The Colorado Beetle. 

| Some. unmistakable specimens of the 
Colorado beetle were discovered a few days 
go on a potato patch near Tilbury. 
Under the direction of the Board of Agri- 
culture all the grass and crops within the 
area affected, which was fortunately iso- 
| lated, have been destroyed; and it is hoped 
that the invader has been completely 
driven out. Tt is nearly twenty-five years 
since the previous occasion when we were 
threatened with an invasion of- this de- 
structive pest; and it was the law passed 
on that oceasion, when some specimens of 
the beetle were found on a cargo vessel 
just arrived from Texas, that enables 
‘the Board of Agriculture now to take such 
drastic measures. Everybody who is old 
enough must have a vivid remembrance of

was on everyone's lips, when comic songs 
| were written about it and the comic papers 
were fuil of jokes about it. ‘There was the 
story, for instance, of the seaside landlady 
who explained the strange shrinking of her 
Jodger’s joint on the supposition that the 
“collar-larder” beetle had got at it. But 
the scare was not unreasonable, After her 
sister Ireland there is no country which 
depends so much on the potato for 
its food as England; and the tales 
of the ravages of the “ potato-bug” in its 
progress from West to Bast of tho United 
tates were alarming enough. It seems, 
however, that the eradicatic of the 
pest if begun in time is not difficult ; and 
in this case action seems to have been 
taken very promptly. 
The Cricket Season, 

‘The last regular county cricket matches 
came to an end on Wednesday. Surrey 
and Yorkshire have still a mateh to play, 
but it is purely an “exhibition” game 
arranged in consequence of the return 
mateh between these counties at the Oval 
having to be abandoned on account of persis- 
tent rain. Its abandonment. was very 
hard on Lockwood, who was to have had 
benefit on the occasion, and it is for his 
sake that the extra game is to be played. 
Yorkshire with its splendid record of 
twenty wins to a single loss, was secure of 
the championship long before the season was 
at an end; but the fight for second place was 
maintained to the last. Middlesex, who had 
second place, must have surrendered it to 
Laneashire if she had succumbed to Essex 
in the final match ; but she beat Essex 
and strengthened her position. Middlesex, 
Lancashire und Essex were, however, ull 
close together to the end, and the struggle 
between them was watched with the 
keenest interest. Still_more exciting was 
the contest between Fry and Abel at 
the end of last week as to Which should be 
the first to complete his three thousand 
runs in the season. Fry won by about an 
hour, and almost simultaneously established 
the wonderful record of making five cen- 
turies in five successive innings. No one 
else has ever scored more than three 
centuries in succession. ‘The moral of the 
soason is, however, the supreme importance 
of bowling and fielding. Sussex has un- 
mistakubly the two batsmen in Fry 
and Ranjitsinhji, and is only fourth, while 
Surrey, which with a very strong-batting 
team, is still weaker in ‘bowlers, is two 
places lower. Yorkshire, which is now 
Playing a strong all-England team and 
holding its own against them, owes its 
success primarily to the bowling of Hirst 
and Rhodes, but also to the all-round 
excellence of its team. Its best batsmen 
do not compare with Fry or Abel or Ranjit. 
inhji,, but even in bedting it has no * tail, 
howling and fielding its pre-eminence 
is indisputable. 


Trade Union Responsibility. 

The Trade Union Congress has been 
held this week at Swansea, and its re- 
presentatives have this time had something 
of immediate and practical interest to talk 
about. The whole position of the Trade 
Unions has been revolutionised by the re- 
cent judgment of the House of Lords in 
the Taff Vale case. Before that it had been 
held that Trade Unions are not corporations 
which can sue or be sued. A Union could 
not, it was thought, be made responsible as 
a body forthe action of its agents. But the 
Lords’ decision has altered all that, and the 
‘Taff Vale Railway Company is suing the 
Anmalgamated Society of Railway Servants 
! Gor £20,000 damages which the Company is 
alleged tohavesuffered through “picketing” 
| by the Society's agents during the recent 
strike. Of course the result of that action 
will depend on the question how far 

jicketing is legal and justifiable. A man 
it. may: be argued, a legal right to 
persuade another by peaceable means 
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not to take the place of a fellow workman 
who has gone on strike; but even on this 
point there is a difference of legal opinion. 
‘The Trade Unionists in congress appear to 
have been génerally of opinion that a 
strike could not possibly succeed without 
picketing; and it may be questioned 
whether picketing could possibly sueceed 
without resort to something in the nature 
of threats. ‘The Congress has thus had the 
cheering effect of proving that the recent 
judgment of the Lords will have the 
excellent result of greatly discouraging 
strikes, and the workmen will have’ no 
cause ‘to regret this. Lord Avebury, 
speaking at the Chambers of Commerce 
conference the other day, declared his 
Conviction that the general effect of strikes 
had been to decrease the rate of wages in 
al} industries in this country. 


Partridges. 


Reports from all parts of the country 
show that partridges are plentiful and in 
excellent condition, and some enormous 
bags have been recorded, In the market 
the birds are decidedly cheap. All game, 
indeed, has had a tendeney to get cheaper 
in recent years, und this it appears is due 
toa remarkable change in taste or fashion. 
High game is no longer popular. There 
is “no demand for it, and dealers 
cannot sell it. ‘Thus they are obliged to 
get rid of their stock while it is still 
fresh. They cannot hold back for better 

ices, and the result has been a general 
lowering #f prices. It is no doubt a healthy 
niga, for thore aro vory few doctors who 
will contend that game, any more than any 
other flesh, is really wholesome when in 
a state of more or less advanced decom- 

sition, At one time it was the fashion, 
in France at least, to prefer other meats 
high as well as game. M. Sorbiére, who 
visited London in 1698, remarks that 
“the English people by custom covet the 
freshest. meat and cannot endure the 
east tendency to putrefaction, which gives 
it a higher and salter taste, for as meat 
rots it becomes more salt, which is all in 
all in the matter of soups. "I saw but one 
fowl in the (Leadenhall) market that was 
fit to be eaten ; its smell was delicious and 
and its colour of a beautiful green ; I de- 
sired my friend to ask the price, but the 
poulterer told him it was sold to a French 
merchant.”

It wants but two days to the fateful 
Fifteenth, when the proclamation of 
banishment for Boer leaders who remain 
in the field will come into effect. Since 
that proclamation was issued, the surrenders 
have increased, but only toa comparatively 
slight extent.’ However, very few people 
seriously imagined that the threat would 
have the effect of inducing a general 
surrender ; and it would be premature to 
ronounce it a failure because it has not 
ought the war to an immediate conclusion. 
On the whole, some real progress has been 
made during’ the past few’ weeks. ‘The 
notorious Commandant Lotter,—he who 
sent the “‘unprintable” reply to the pro- 
clamatien,—has been captured with 
almost his entire commando, and many 
other little victories have been obtain- 
ed. Last week's *bag,” as it was called 
in Lord Kitchener's dispatch, was the 
Diggest we have had for a considerable 











time. The Commander-in-Chief in South 
Africa has been severely taken to 
task for using the word “bag” to 


describe the aggregate of killed, wounded, 
captured and surrendered Boers, but there 
is some reason to believe that, though the 
dispatch was sentin his name, he was not 
responsible for its wording. 


To Kill Mr, Chamberlain. 


‘Three days ago the evening paper bills 
came out with startling lines about a plot 
to kill Mr. Chamberlain; but we are get- 
ting used to these scare lines now, an 
are sensible we take them with'a 
salt. Tn this case the story of the plot w: 
really told in a police court, but in circum- 
stances which cast the gravest doubt on its 
credibility. Last week, aman named Jung, 
a well-known Clerkenwell democrat who 
was closely in touch with foreign revolu- 
tionaries, was murdered by « Frenchman ; 
and it was this Frenchman who, when 
charged with the crime at Clerken- 
well Police Court, told the story of the 
plot. He declared that he had killed 
Jung in self-defence. Jung, he said, had 
attempted to bribe him to assassinate Mr. 
Chamberlain, and when he refused had 
attacked him. The case being sub judice, 
the newspapers here are, of course, pre- 
cluded from commenting on the story ; but 
I do not think there is much doubt that 
when it is investigated it will prove to be 
a pure invention of the prisoner's, concocted 
for the purpose of gaining sympathy and 
clearing himself. Jung, with all his ex- 
treme political views, was a man held 
high estimation by those who knew himn— 
and they numbered many prominent me 
fe was very generous to political refu 
from the Continent; but ‘he had a reese, 
able objection to being imposed upon, and 
the theory of his widow is that a efural on 
his part to give further assistance to the 
Frenchman was the cause of the fatal 
dispute. 
The British Association. 

The British Association is holding its 
annual conference this week at Glasgow. 
‘The meetings seem to show a little falling 
off in attendance, which is accounted for 
in some quarters by the rival attractions 
of the Glasgow Exhibition, which has 
proved a wonderful success, particularly 
from the financial point of view. 
In the interest of its papers and 
discussions, however, the great parliament 
of science shows no falling off. Professor 
Ricker, the President of the year, 
devoted his address to a brilliant defence of 
the atomic theory, which, after holding the 
field for nearly a century, has encountered 
arevolt ou the part of some very eminent 
chemists. Among the sectional presidents, 
the most interesting addresses have been 
delivered by Sir John Gorst in the new 
Educational Section, Dr. Mill in the 
Geographical, and Dr. Goffen in the Statis- 
tical. Sir John Gorst occupies a rather 
curious position ; as Minister for Education 



































for more than six years, he cannot boast of 
having done much for the cause which 
he professes to have so much at 
heart. He has really never made any 
secret of the fact that the recognised 
Conservative policy in regard to education 
is far from being’ altogether to his liking, 
and yet he constantly surrenders his judy- 
ment to his colleagues in his apparent 
resolve to cling to his office at any cost. 


The Roman Catholics and the 


King’s Declaration. 

Another conference which has attracted 
a, good deal of attention is that of the 
Catholic Truth Society, presided over by 
Cardinal Vaughan at Neweastle. One of 
the principal subjects of discussion was of 
course, the King’s declaration against, 
‘Transubstantiation. The Cardinal Arch- 
bishop declared that he entirely and 
frankly accepts the decision of the 
country that the King must be a 
Protestant, but he defends to the full 
the action of the Roman Catholics which 
prevented the carrying of the Bil to amend 
the declaration which was introduced into 
the House of Lords last session, He docs 
not want to amend the declaration by 
taking away the offensive epithets; he 
‘wants to abolish the declaration altogether: 
not, however, because it does any 
harm, but because it is an insult to 
his_ religion. It does no harm because 
“No engagement, no promise, no oath 
is lawful unless the thing promised or 
sworn to he just, right and true.” This 
pronouncement has naturally created a 

cat deal of dixcussion—at least, among 
Protestants, It ix interpreted as meaning 
that a man is perfectly justified in 
breaking an oath if he subseyuently be- 
comes convinced that it was an unjust oath, 
No one would, of course, contend that. it 
would be the duty of a sovereign to main. 
tain a denunciation of the doctrine of 
transubstantiation if he should become 
convinced of the truth of that doctrine ; 
but there is an alternative to repudiating 
the oath. Having accepted the succession 
to the throne on the terms imposed by the 
Constitution, he could, of course, abdicate if 
he found it’ impossible conscientiously to 
fulfil thoxe terms. Since the Roman 
Catholies practically refuse all compromise 
on the subject of the declaration, and 
demand nothing short of its abolition, it is 
quite certain now that the Govorninent 
will let things remain as they are, and 
make no further attempt to meddle in the 
matter. 


The Bones of St. Edmund. 

Still more interest was created by Arch- 
bishop Vauyhan's announcement that he 
had practically been convinced by Sir 
Emest Clarke that the so-called bones of 
St. Edmund, King and Martyr, recently 
































| sent to this country at the instance of the 


{Pope, are spurious. It was on the 
suggestion of Cardinal Vaughan himself 
that the Pope induced the Church of 
| St. Servin, at Toulouse, to send over 


those relics. At present they are 
resting at the — magnificent Roman 
Catholie Church built” by the Duke 


of Norfolk at Arundel ; but they were to 
{have found a permanent resting place in 
ithe new Cathedral of Westminster. Now, 
however, they will, I suppose, be sont back 
to St. Servin, to be replaced among the 
bones of the five Apostles, and of Susannah, 
the lady who was persecuted by the Elders, 
the possession of which that Church still 
boasts. It is a triumph for Sir Ernest 

, who, in his enthusiasm for East- 
Avglian archwology, has investigated’ the 
whole subject with wonderful completeness. 
He shows that the St. Servin relics were 
originally described as those of ‘St. 
Aymon, Confessor to the English King,” 
and that the body of St. Edmund re- 











mained at the famous Abbey at oo 
till the Saint's shrine was destroy 
at the Dissolution. He demonstrates the 
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oxtremo improbability, if not impossibility 
of the alleged theft of the relies by King 
Louis in the twelfth century ; and since 
he has convinced even Cardinal Vaughan, 
there is nothing more to be said. 


Lord Morris. 


A remarkable personality has passed 
away inthe person of Lord Moris and 
Killanin, sometime Lord Chief Justice of 
Treland ‘and afterwards Lord of Appeal. 
When he resigned the latter office to 
make a vacaney for the elevation to the 
Bench of Sir Richard Webster, now Lord 
‘Alversione, he had been on the Bench for 
thirty-three years, He will not, however, be 
numbered among our great Iawyers ; but 
his keen intellect, his sarcastic wit, and hi: 
eccentricities will fill volumes of remini- 
seences. He spoke always with an 
exaggerated Trish brogue, and although an 
uncompromising Unionist, he strove to 
maintain, and sueceeded in maintaining a 
marvellous popularity among, the people 
of Galway. To this personal popularity 
was due the sucess of his son in 
Galway City at the last General Election. 
That a Unionist should win a seat 
in Galway, was regarded as something 
approaching a miracle; and it may 
safely be said that no Unionist but 
a member of the Morris family could 
‘e stood the ghost of a chance. ‘That

Killanin—the title of Lord Morris, as that

A great sensation has been caused by 
the announcement that the Marquess of 
Anglesey had been robbed of some thirty 
or forty thousand pounds’ worth of 
jewellery, presumably by a valet in his 
empleyment, who ‘simultaneously dis-{ 
appeared. The man was arrested at Dover 
last night, and was brought up this morn- 
ing and remanded. None ef the jewels 
however, up to the present been re- 
covered. This is the noble Marquess's 
second appearance in a sensational case 
within the past few months.

MEALTM OFFICER'S REPORT FOR7SEPTEMBER, 


Daring September the number of deaths 
among non-Chineso was twenty-seven, sixteen 
of which occurred among the resident popula- 
tion. 

‘Twenty-one cases of Typhoid fever were 
notified, mostly from the shipping, with one 
death. "A hundred and thirteen cases of 
dysenteroid diarrhea were notified, but there 
wre no deaths from this cause among the 
resident population. Among residents there 
wwere two deaths from Acute Diatrhaa, one 
in a child and one in an adult, three from 
Tuberculosis and one from scarlet fever. 
There was one death from Bydrophobia in 
which the symptoms develo) “within fifteen 
days of the completion of the Pasteur treat- ° 
ment before immunity was properly establish- 














Since the beginning of the summer a 
aystematic examination of the mosquitoes of 
Shanghai has been made, ‘The Sanitary In- 
spoctors have each week collected mosquitoes 
fe m the eight Health Districts of the Nettle. 
ment. Out of some 1,600 mosquitoes examined 
11 were found to be of the species associnted 
with the propagation and spread of Malaria, 
the Anopheles. Four of these came front 
Yang-tse-poo, three from Sinza, two from Li 











Hongkew, one from West Hongkew and 
ong from’ the Isolation Hospital. All the 
Anopheles found were of precisoly similar 





Variety and corresponded to that described ax 
Anopiieles Sinensis. ‘The specimens have 
been sent to the British Museum for con- 
firmation of variety. It may he subject for 
congratulation that while in Hongkong the 
da y rous Anopheles forms 3 per ceut of the 
mosyuitoes, in Shanghai 1 per cent ouly occur. 
Their presence, however, demonstrates the 
possibilty of infection within the Settloment

| AN EMPHATIC 
CONTRADICTION. 


To the Editor of the 
“Noxta-Curxa Dany News.” 


Sir—In reply to “ One Who Was There,” 
j Who attempted, as he says, “to be a little 
more explicit” in your paper of the 4th 
inst. about a Chinese coolie who was pun- 
ished at the Wukang yamén for breaking 
and causing others to break an official 
contract, please allow me space enough to 
set a fair-minded public right about the 
matter. Before any agreement was arrived 
at in Sangyaobu for chair coolies and carri- 
ers, all who visited Mokanshan were at 
the mercy of an opium-besotted crowd 
from the local hongs. . 

‘The writer has’ seen whole families (not 
always missionaries either) delayed for 
hours in the hot sun on the canal banks, 
while the haggling went on, and even 
when overpaid, the men would suit their 
‘own convenience about starting. To obvi- 
ate this a rest-house was built by the as- 
sociated visitors, the village gentry invited 
to write and the local tipaus paid to be- 
‘come middlemen in a fair and formal con- 
tract duly signed by the head carriers and 
chairmen, The rates were liberal enough, 
about thirty per cent advance over pri- 
ces paid by Chinese passengers. The con- 
ditions were not hard, the average load for 
one man is in China 100 catties. If paid 
by weight many coolies will load up to 160 
catties. Now the contract specified that 
Basseugers weighing up to 150 cattios (ie, 
200 pounds) should be carried by two 
sbair-bearers ; beyond that weight extra 
men should be called in. As to the chairs, 
they are of light constuction, from twenty 
to fifty pounds, so that the maximum 
weight for two bearers would be 250 
pounds, which, of course very rarely hap- 
pens. The rates printed in Chinese and 
English were posted so that all could know 
them. The arrangement worked very well 
until some foreigners, more liberal than 

n to give extra pay. Then the 
carriers began to request and later to de- 
mand that adult passengers should get out 
and walk in certain places. Thoughtless 
people, robust perhaps, and, not Inoscing 
‘or caring for the Chinese disposition to 
advance further in such matters over weak- 
er persons, would yield, and so increased 
the difficulties for all who came after 
them. Complaints did come into the Asso- 
ciation. One mother was separated from 
her cbild in the chair, and perforce walked 
several miles in the mud. Another lady 
who did not understand Chinese was put 
down in the blazing sun and left there for 
a crowd to gather, some of them curiously 
and not very courteously examining her 
clothing, jewelry, etc., etc., until her tears 
moved the bystanders to urge the bearers 
forward. 

‘The head men were warned repeatedly, 
and finally the magistrate himself called 
them up and threatened sevére peualties, 
unless their behaviour improvea, The 
coolies cared nothing for words even from 
a magistrate. Now comes “ this deplor- 
able incident ” related by “One, Who Was 
There” who seems to have only eyes and 
ears for one-sided facts. It appears that 
“the missionary doctor,” with his wife, 
1 who knew no Chinese, arrived at the rest- 
house with a party of visitors. The keeper 
bargained for chairs in the usual way. The 
doctor’s weight, 175 pounds, caused no ob- 
jection until all but he and an older mis- 
Sionary were left behind. Ah Me, a 
brother of Ah Yah, the head chairman, re- 
fused to go without an extra man, when 
the rest-house keeper, the doctor, and the 
other missionary went to the second chair 
hong. They were willing to carry the doc- 
tor, but Ah Me prevented them from start- 
ing. The missionary doctor would gladly 
have paid for an extra man in order to go 
on with his wife at once, but was advised 









































by the veteran missionary for the sake of 
all other visitors to insist on the contract 
price. The recalcitrant coolie, Ah Me 
still refusing to go, the matter was report- 
ed by the aforesaid missionary to the local 
military official by the name of Yang. He 
had Ah Me arrested and sent him to the 
district yamén, some five li distant. The 
same missionary (not the doctor) also in- 
formed the Association secretaries what 
had happened. They (one retiring from, 
aud the other coming into, office) went 
promptly to the district yamén and were 
told by the courteous magistrate that he 
hau ordered punisbment (1,000 blows) him- 
self. Presumably, 300 for the tipao (mid- 
dleman) and the other 700 for Ah Me. Dur- 
ing a preliminary conversation with the 
tipan, he seemed “so cheerful over his 300 
blows that there were grounds to suspect 
that Ah Me bad some rapid counting done 
in his case also. A few cash to yamén 
runners often gains a count of ten for each 
stroke of the bamboo. Consequently, the 
secretaries asked to see the prisoner, but 
word came in that he was so badly bruised 
that he could not walk. Then they offered 
to visit the gaol and inspect the sufferer, 
but almost instantly Ah Me came in be: 
tween tivo of the underlings, and his thighs 
exposed showed midway between hip and 
nee two plasters in Chinese fashion cover- 
ing the place supposed to be blistered by 
the bamboo. He begged for liberty, but as 
he had made threats against the lives of 
foreigners, besides having a bad local repu- 
tation, the magistrate decided to keep him 
in safe custody, at least until all the for- 
eigners, including “ One Who Was There,” 
could safely leave the mountain. Since 
then the very missionary who reported Ab 
Me in the first instance has written to the 
proper authorities asking for his release, 
before the insinuations trom “One Who 
Was There ” appeared in print. In China, 
of all places—accurate knowledge of 
tails, mingled with a little common sense, 
is needed to arrive at fair and fine con- 
clusions. 

Briefly to review the errors and stato 
the facts of this case, it appears :— 

Ast—" One Who Was ‘Iuere ” failed to 
Jearn that ‘Tahsan is the name’ of a peak 
where no houses exist as yet, while Mokan- 
shan on Chinese otncial maps indicates the 
cluster or range of mountains where all 
visitors reside," Missionary sinners” as 
well as other sorts. 
‘nd—The “missionary doctor” had 
nothing whatever to do with fixing the 
price for his chair ; that was aone long be- 
tore he arrived there, and he was prepared 
to pay the full regular price. Now if “ One 
Who Was There” paid more than “one 
Jone mexican” he bas broken faith with 
the Association and is liable to an action 
for breach of contract, provided, of course, 
that he isa citizen of any civfised couse 
ry. 

rd —The chair coolie (Ab Me) clearly vi- 
olated his part ot a regular contract 1n re- 
ry a passenger, and himself 
a Chinese suoject came under Chi- 
ww, and of course his penalty came 
hands of the regular Chinese au- 
ot from the missionary doctor 
or any other missionary. Bhnd prejudice 
an “One Who Was-There” or anybody 
else, may fail to see tuns. 

4th—The missionary doctor did not get 
angry and report the case tothe magis- 
trate. Tho yeteran missionary who tried to 
protect the foreign visitors in their rights 
and uphold the “powers that be,” even 
when they are heathen powers, is the man 
to blame or praise in this matter. “One 
Who Was There” did not discover this 
point, or if he did, withheld the fact. 

5th—Whatever “One Who Was There” 
may mean by “all is not milk and honey 
upon the mountains,” there certainly 
seems to be no milk of human kindness in 
his attitude towards missionaries, and 
very likely a lack of sympathetic honey in 
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his disposition towards all other fellow 
humans, unless we except recalcitrant 
-eoolies. It would be very interesting—at 
a distance—to see how he would arrange 
such matters with the coolie who would 
Jaugh at his folly after fleecing him.

It is also reported that the 
insurgents are being encouraged by certain 
reactionary gentry of Hangchow, chief 
among whom is an ex-Hanlin Reader nam- 
ed Fan Kung-hsii, who it is alleged was 
mainly instrumental Inst. year in making 
the high officials at Hangchow disseminate 
throughout the province the news of the 
Empress Dowager’s and Prince Tuan's 
decree calling upon the officials of the 











Empire to exterminate foreigners, ete., 
ete.” Upon reading the above, I eannot 
refrain from writing a few lines, 


for your valuable paper to assure you 
that this rumour is not worthy of con- 
fidence. Of course, itis not necessary for 
me to be an advocate for Mr. Fin, but as 
I was an eye-witness of what happened at 
Hnngohow last year, I think T’ may be 
excused in doing so. On looking up my 
diary, I find that on the 9th August, 1900, 
the ‘state of affairs in Hangchow’ grew 
worse; everybody was in fear and doubt, 
-as if expecting something to happen before 
‘the day was out. If it had not been for 
the efforts rendered by the most respectable 
and intelligent of the gentry, the various 
chapels, and residences of foreigners in 
Hangehow would have been destroyed long 

0. At that time the ex-Hanlin Reader 

fan Kung-hsii (Cha-shien), ex-Hanlin Com- 

ilers Yang Wen-yiin (Shih-ii), and Loh 

low-hstin (Mee-tsai), and the Secretary of 
the Grand Secretariat, Kao Yiin-lin (Pah- 
Soh) started a trainband service by enlisting 
men as militia to patrol and keep watch in 
the city. But in spite of their efforts, some 
ruftians made their way into the residences 
of Bishop Moule and Rev. G. W. Coultas, 
with a view to rob and plunder the 
houses. As soon as Mr. Fan Kung-hsii and 
his friends learned this, they immediately 
made the then Governor Yiin dispatch 
soldiers to suppress these ruftians, so that 
the threatened houses were untouched. 

In regard to disseminating the false 
decree, Mr. Fan told the Governor, when 
the latter summoned him for his opinion, 
that if he let the people burn the chapels 
and massacre the Christians that day, they 
would destroy the yamén and murder the

CHINA COAST. 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Cursa Daity News.” 

Sim,—Right glad am T, and Tam sure 
that many more of my brother seamen will 
be, to see your leading article of to-day 
about “The Lighting of the Coast of 
China.” You very rightly give praise 
where it is due to the persons who h 
designed and constructed the existing 
lights. Some of them are splendid and of 
great assistance to us. But who or what 
pays for the establishment and mainten- 
ance of these lights ? 

Surely since 1869 (the year when the 
proper lighting of the coast was commenced 
in earnest) the increase of shipping has 
been sufficient to pay for a better system 
than exists at the present time. You say 
that for 30 years the greater number of 
lights established were designed and con- 
structed by Mr. Henderson. Wasit economy 
or over confidence that put such important 
work into his hands? Take for instance 
the first sea light which was exhibited on 
the coast, namely Chefoo or Kungkungtao. 
It is 243 feet high and supposed to be 
visible 22 miles. But from my own ex- 
perience and that of many more, it is 
seldom seen outside a range of 15’ miles. 
And when seen of what good is it? It 
leads to nowhere. And if approaching it 
from the northward with a northerly gale 
at night, where is a ship to take shelter?

The “Universal Gazette” is responsible 
for the statement to the effect that Li 
Hung-chang has been lately closely secret- 
ed with the Russian Minister at Peking 
negotiating, it is alleged, concerning the 
three Manchurian provinces.

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ever, to the exceedingly private nature of 
the meetings the public, apart from the 
knowledge that they related to Manchuria, 
have not been able to get even an ink- 
ling of what actually took place between 
this well-known Russophile and his Mus- 
covite Master. From information received 
through other sources, there is probabil:ty 
that the result of the negotiations mention- 
ed above will not be far from what was. 
prognosticated in these columns several 
weeks ago, namely, the “lease” of the most 
northerly portion of Manchuria, that is to 
say, the Chinese Amur region or Heilung- 


chiang, to Russia,—‘‘on certain condi- 


The Abolishment and Amalgama- 


tion of Yamens. 

‘The Tientsin “ Jéh-jeh Sin-wén ” learns 
from Peking that there is a report current 
there that the Council on Government 
Affairs (Chéngwu Ch'n) is considering 
about abolishing, and in certain cases 
amalgamating, the innumerable yaméns, 
courts and ministries in the Capital so as 
to make the whole number of Boards or 
Ministries thirteen in all. The Senior 
Ministry or Board is to bo the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, the former senior yamén, 
the Board of Civil Appointments, to be 
second, the Board of iss, third, and 
so on. On the other hand, 'the yamén 
of the Peking Gendarmerie is to bie named 
the Metropolitan Police Bureau, whilst it 
is proposed to amalgamate the Hanlin 
Academy, Supervisorate of Instruction of 
the Heir-Apparent and the _ Imperial 
Academy into one Ministry, namely, that of 
Instruction; and the Office of Transmis- 
sion of Tmperial Edicts, ete., to be amal- 
gamated with the Grand Secretariat.

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FAMINE RELIEF IN 
SHENSI.

Thirty Per Cent Dead. 


‘The severity of the famine in the N. W. 
Province of Shensi may be ganged from 
the fact that not fewer than 30 per cent of 
the population have fallen before the 
scourge. That is the official return of the 
death rate. It is not so high as the record 
of former famines, but it is a fearful fatality 
to result from the lack of bread. It is not 
because the famine was less severe than in

| former years and in uther places, but be- 


cause there were two ameliorative cireum- 
stances that reduced the death rate, ‘The 
one was the fact that, the population being 
largely composed of settlers from other 
provinces, they had little property and few 
ties to keep them in this district, so not 
a few emigrated beyond the area of the 
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famino in the early stages of the drought. 
‘The other reason was that in no previous 
famine had the Government displayed 
greater energy in coping with the distress, 
or given more extensive and effective relief. 
The Money Spent. 7 
‘The following figures will show the larg: 
sums spont in the effort to keep the people 
alive. Relief measures were begun in tho 
7th moon of last year, and have beon 
continued ever since—a period of 13 months.

Prevention and Cure. 

‘This is approximately £800,000 or nearly 
4,000,000 gold dollars—a large sum to 
spend in ameliorative measures. The 
acuteness of the distress has passed, but 
with the juncertainty of the autumn crops 
and the approach of winter the conditions 
of distress will not fully end till the 
gathering of the wheat harvest in the early 
spring. If it be merciful and humane to 
relieve, it were much more so to prevent 
famine. Not until scientific and preventa- 
tive measures be adopted can these 
recurring calamities be either averted or 
overcome. ‘The irrigation schemes, sug- 
ggsted some years, have aguin boon revived. 
f carried out they would give effective and 
permanent, instead of a merely temporary 
Teliof. The Governor promises to carry 
out the plans, but he has so many axes to 
grind that he may not be able to give 
the time or attention such a public and 
philantrophic scheme demands. 
American Help. 

‘The officials have done all that could be 
either desired or expected in assisting the 
distributers of the American “Christian 
Herald” Fund. The first place to be 
sisted was the Western Capital—as Hsianfu 
is now called. ‘The city was divided into 
8 districts, and thoroughly canvassed from 
door to door to discover those in greatest 
need. About 60,000 have already boen 
helped. The work is proceeding in other 
districts as the funds will allow. Mr. 
‘Tjader, of the Swedish Mission, is acting 
in the T’ungchou Prefecture,’ and Mr. 
‘Prudinger, of the C.I.M., in the west of 
Hsian. The help has been timely, tiding 
‘over the pinch betweon the stoppage of of- 
ficial relief and the reaping of the autumn 
harvest. 

The Reward of Labour. 

As a reward for assiduity in relief work, 
or for liberality in subscriptions, some 44 
officials have been promoted on the recom- 
mendation of the Governor. Over 150 
more will have some honorary degree or 
title conferred upon them, so that famine 
relief is a paying concern—especially since 
there is always a leakage into the adminis- 
trators’ pockets, These bogus degrees 
have received their death-knell so far as 
the fulminations of the vermilion pencil 
can exterminate a persistent custom of the 
kind. Ithas been officially decreed that 
henceforth no more ranks -will be sold. 











‘The very measures for which the martyrs 
died some four years ago are now being re- 
enacted again. It is to be hoped that this 
time the Empress, having put her hand to 
the plough of reform, will not any more 
Took back. All reform and important 

easures affecting the State are to be 
promulgated from Hsianfu, .as any issued 
from Peking would be said to be enacted 
under the influence of the foreiguer. This 
time it is the declared wish of the Court to 
show to the world that these reform mea- 
sures are indigenous to the country—a 
position everyone would be glad to know 
was actually the ease.

Tho annual report of the Kiangnan 
Catholic Mission ending Ist July, 1901, is 
a very interesting publication, and shows 
that excellent work has been done by the 
Catholic missionaries in the quarters en- 
trusted to their care. The 
ion comprises two large provinces of 
China—Kiangsw and Anhui—both extend- 
ing over an area of 90,000 syuare miles 
(Macmillan’s atlas for China and Japan), 

‘otal ppulation of about 50,000,000. 
There are in Rinngsu 67 district cities and 
12 prefectures, while Anhui has a little less 
09 of the former and 13 of the latter. In 
regard to missionary labour, both provinces 
are otherwise mapped out.’ Leavin; 
Shanghai and its envi

We have but simply quoted from this 
brief report, and all details are vouched for | 
as absolutely authentic. To take them on 
their merits, they bespeak a marvellous 
success in the field of missionary labour. 
If we judge by the past, we may augur that 
this success will be maintained and that the 
Mission will continue to be a thriving one.

The bell in the stuecoed and whitewash- 
cd station gave a clang. Thereupon braw- 
ny and black whiskered men took off their 
caps, put their arms about each other's 
necks and gave a brother's kiss upon the 
lips. 

Pyuere was uproar in the station. The } 
train for Siberia was starting. There was 
a bunch of officers, well-set young Rus- 
ns, in neat white linen jackets with gold 
ps on the shoulders; crowding a window 
and laughing, good-byes to friends.

For 
nerations to whisper Siberia in the car 
of a Russian has been to make the cheek 
Blanch. No one ever went there but in 
chains. The haggard men that ever came 
‘ack told tales that made listeners breathe 
shard. 

Now here was a train-load off to Siberi: 
and all yoluntarily or on duty. Ever 
train that now grunts its way over the Ural 
mountains is laden with folks who look to 
the lone steppes as to a new promised land.

It is not the gaunt, lonesome waste of 
Siberia that frightens you. What. grips 
you and plays upon your imagination is 
that men should have thus balf-gitded the 
world with a band of steel. 

On the edges of this steel strip are 
springing mushroom towns, scattered and 
ugly, but ‘towns nevertheless radiating 

ade. Commercial men are hastening 

there seeking markets for their manufac- 
tures. The adventurous, with eves thirsty 
for gold, burrow the mountains bordering 
China. “The hungered peasant, with the 
trace of many famines on his scragey 
limbs, is given land by the Czar, and he 
settles and delves and grows wheat. Eng- 
lish, American and German manufacturers 
vie with one another in the sale of agricnl- 
tural machinery. 
_ Siberia, the land of criminals and exiles, 
is pushed into the dusk when we think of 
Siberia with its millions of miles of corn- 
growing land, minerals waiting to be won, 
great tracks of country to be populated. 

Siberia is the Canada of the eastern 
world. 

For a fortnight before mounting this 
train I bustled about St. Petersburg and 
Moscow secing Government officials, seek- 
ing advice and information and assistance,

There was only 
one thing on earth she could be, a govern- 
ess. Governess was writ large all over 
her. T could read her story plain enough. 
There was poor pay and hard work at 
home, and now, after years of strugcle.

governess to some wealthy man’s children. 








T am afraid I have the ordinary man’s 
ungenerosity towards the tribe of govern- 
esses, and I thought as I looked upon her 
plainness that she was a weedy specimen 
of our English womankind. 


At St. Petersburg I met officials. Every 
one spoke English. It was not, however, 
mere courtesy that led them to speak 
appreciatively of things English. ‘That 
kind of talk is easily to be seen through. 
But their liking was honest and deep: 
seated. They measured everything by 
English standards. More than once I re- 
marked, “It seems strange that you, a 
Russian, should take such an interest’ in 
English life and methods.” The answer 
was invariably the same. “I daresay it 
does; but you must remember that my 
bonsery governess was an Englishyoman.? 

All the kindly regards for English folk 
you find among the upper classes of Ru 
Sia, can indeed be traced direct to the in- 
fiuence exercised in the nursery by spare- 
figured English governesses. ‘Though not 
too readily acknowledged, these women 
are contributing their quiet share to the 
amity of nations, And in my heart I have 
apologised to the Indy I saw at, Wirballen. 

striking man I had two talks with was 
Prince Hilkoff, Minister of Ways of Com- 
uiunication, the chief of the railway ad- 
ministration, also post roads, rivers and 
canals. When I was first received I found 
in the ante-room, awaiting audience, many 
uniformed officials with rows of ‘orders 
upon their breasts—a gorgeous dis 
garb. I half anticipated to find 
cellency in dazzling dress. But I was 
greeted by an elderly gentleman in a navy 
Dine lounge suit and with the easiest of 
manners. There was nothing Russian ot 
official about him. He looked distinctly 
American with his long, strong, bronzed 
face and little tuit of beard that the 
Americans call a goat-ee. He spoke Eng- 
lish with an American twang. 

“Yes,” he said to me, “I studied en- 
gineering at Birkenhead and afterwards 
in America, It was when I was a deal 
younger than I am now. It was at the 
time of the liberation of the serfs, and 
my family and I didn’t see that disputed 
point exactly in the same light. So I 
packed up and went abroad to shift for 
myself. It was a little rough, but I guess 
I got over that. I came, back to Russia 
just when Russia was beginning to be in- 
terested in railways, I got small posi- 
tion—oh, a very small position, in the 
administration.” 

“And since then?” I urged. 

“Oh, since then” he replied, “I've just 
worked. I’m just a working man you 
know. But Triever worry. What is the 
good of worrying? When iny work is done 
I like to shut it right away. ‘Then I play 
tennis with my children, or I hunt or fish. 
‘That's a great thing I like about English 
business men. When their work is finish- 
ed it is really finished, and they get out 
of doors for exercise.’ 

But now the train has stirred to speed 
and with a thump-clang; thump-clang is 
thundering over the metals. Everybody is 
at the window with body half-hanging out 
to eatch the last gleam of sunlight on the 
cupolas of the gilt and bedizened Greck 
churches in wonderful Moscow, the great 
city of the plain, ancient capital of Mus- 
cory, now blend of garish Tartar and drab 
European. 

St. Petersburg is too modern, too cos- 
mopolitan to please eyes fond of the pic- 
turesque. The buildings are usually imita- 
tions of something else, and the marble, 
not infrequently, is painted plaster. There 
is an American T-square arrangemnont of 
thoroughfares which is useful but not 
pretty. There are the usual palaces to be 
seen; but palaces are the same the world 
over, the same endless galleries with the 
same giant vases and gilt bedsteads and 
slippery floors. Palaces must. be uncom- 
fortable to live in. You can't pub your 
feet on the chairs, and you would proba- 
bly be decapitated if you dropped cigar 
ash on the floor. 

Moscow is ten times better. Here you 
get the clash of east and west. It is 
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architecturally a distinctive city. It is 
crowded with churches, and the bells, 
beaten with wooden hammers, boom the 
day long. Tho style is Byzantine with 
spiral towers in flaming reds and greens 
and yellows. There is the Kremlin, in- 
dividual, strange, with old time grotes- 
queness. As I strolled it I seemed to slip 
back to the fantastic architecture in story 


book pictures when 1 belioved fairy tales. | 


Had a fair lady appeared with a candle 
snuffer hat twice as high as herself and 
tilted back, and trailing yards of muslin 
I would have accepted it all as perfectly 
natural, 


But dovetailing into and wrapping 
about the Tartar city is the strictly mo- 
dern. There are horse tramears in the 
town, and in the. suburbs are whizzing 
electric cars that shriek as they tear alon; 
‘Thero are charming gardens where be- 
neath the trees and in the candle light 
you may have dinner. You understand 
the slow tread of civilisation when the 
orchestra plays “And Her Golden Hair 
was Hanging Down Her Back —a belated 
air but reminiscent of home. 


You can get the English papers in Mos- 
cow, about a week late. Should there be 
anything interesting about Russia, which 
of course you particularly want to read, 
you will find the column smeared out. with 
the toughest of blacking. I have friends 
who confess to making periodic attempts 
to wash that blacking. ‘They are never 
sucgessful. ‘The cartoon in “Punclt” is 
frequently obliterated by a black smudge. 
A lady I know recently received a London 
illustrated paper. A half-page picture was 
blotted. Her innate curiosity was aroused. 
She did her best to obliterate the oblitera- 
tion. Sho failed. She was happily ac- 
quainted with an Englishman in diploma- 
tic service who received his newspapers 
uncensored. She hastened to look at his 
paper. Her inquisitiveness was instantly 
appeased. ‘The picture was an advertise- 
ment of the Czar receiving with open 
hands and undoubted satisfaction a box 
of much boomed pills manufactured in the 
neighbourhood of St. Helen's, Lancashire. 
Tt is lese majesté to suggest ‘the Czar of 
all the Russias should desire pills worth 
a guinea or anything clse a box. The 
Russian authorities blacked it out. 


‘There are many little towns within fifty 

miles of Moscow. ‘The train stopped at 
every one, sometimes for only five minutes, 
more often for twenty and once for an hour 
and a-half. Everyone tumbles out on the 
platform and a motley throng we are. The 
men are wearing the conventional. pan- 
cake-topped and peaked caps and without 
exception top boots, very soft about the 
ankle, so the leather lings in crease. The 
difference in the garb between the better 
class and poorer class Russians is in the 
matter of shirt. ‘The better-class Russian 
favours a shirt of soft tone, a puce, a eroy 
and now and then a white, and he tucks 
it away like a décorous European. The 
poorer Russian has a shirt of such glaring 
redness that be it as dirty as it might its 
flaming hue is never lost. He persistently 
wears it hanging outside his trousers as 
-though it were an embryo kilt. 




















The frequent stoppages are not because 
the engine breaks down but to give the 
passengers an opportunity for eating. 
Russians have a sufficient dash of the east 
in them to be careless about time. Whe- 
ther they arrive at their destination to- 
morrow or next week is a matter of in- 
difference. But the inner man must be 
attended to. At every station there is a 
buffet, sometimes small, sometimes large, 
but always good. It’ is clean, painted 
white, ‘There are one, two, or three long 
tables, with clean cloths, with serviettes 
covering slices of white and Russian rye 
bread; plants are on the table, and are 
circled by rows of wine bottles with the 





price written on the label. On a side table 
are hot dishes, half fowls, beefsteaks, 
meat pies, basins of soup. There are plen- 
ty of waiters dressed as are waiters in 
Piccadilly hotels. Everything is bright 
d neat. Yet this is at a wayside station 
with not a house within sight, with indeed 
nothing but heaving dreary prairie around. 
It is the same all along the line. There 
is difference in the size of the buffets, but 
never in excellence. I am enthusiastic 
about these Russian refreshment rooms. * 
The Russian bas no fixed meal time. 
He eats when he is hungry, which is often. 
He has about six square meals a day. He 
has at least a dozen lunches, a little bit 
of salt fish or some caviare, or a. piece of 
bread and cheese washed down with a nip 
of fiery vodki. He never passes a station 
without a glass of tea—marvellous tea 
with a thin slice of lemon floating in it. 
You get a fondness for Russian tea and 
forswear bemilked decoctions for ever. 











The table manners of the Russians—such 
as you see in hotels and buffets—are not 
pleasing. He sprawls with outstretched el- 
bow on the table and gets his mouth down 
to his food rather than raise the food to his 
mouth. He makes objectionable noises in 
his throat. He has a finger bow! and rinses 
his mouth as the rest of us do when clean- 
{ing out tecth in our bath rooms. Then he 
squirts the water back into the bowl. In 
time one may get used to this. 


The peasants are too poor to favour the 
buffet. But thero is always somebody on 
the platform selling bread and onions and 
melons and mysteriously savoured meat 
dishes. All the emigrants have tin kettles, 
stant the train stops they scurry 
abbits on the search for hot water to 
make tea. Making tea and drinking it is 
their one amusement, 














The meagre harvest of the plain that the 
train trundles over bas been gathered. 
There are no hedges ; hardly'a tree. It is 





edge of the world, and that it is not more 
than two miles away. The roads are rib- 
bony tracks across the waste. Far off can 
be seen awkward V-shaped carts, each 
making a huge wake of dust. A greyness 
hangs round the earth. Like the white 
sails of a ship looming out of a sea haze, a 
white object pierces the gloom. - When 
you get nearer you sce it is the cupola of 
the village church, always a massive, im- 
posing building, whitewashed. The village 
is like a hem of rubbish thrown about. 








There is the sadness of the sea on a plain 
that has no break in the horizen. As night 
closes a cold wind soughs over the land. 
‘The railway fine stretches endlessly be- 
hind ; it stretches endlessly in front. The 
train is like a fly trailing across a hemi- 
sphere. Every verst there is a rude cabin 
made of logs, painted yellow. In each 
cabin is a peasant and sometimes a wife 
and daughter. As the trains come along 
a little green flag must be shown to prove 
the line is clear. Each cabin is within 
sight of the next a verst ahead and the 
one behind, And these little green flags 
stretch from Moscow to the Pacific coast. 
It is usually the mother or the daughter 
who shows the flag. They are stunted

| stick and tied and is held cut just for 


form’s sake. They are old and worn, many 
of the banners, and like some umbrellas 
look well while folded but would show a 
tattered face if unfurled.

The train creaks and groans and growls. 
On the engine front are three great lights 
as if it would search a path through the 
wilderness. So we crawl into the night on 
our way to Siberia.

THE TEACHINGS OF 
MENCIUS. 





THEIR INFLUENCE 
TO-DAY. 


I. 
On Government. 


“Government,” says Wendall Phillips, 
“began in tyranny and force, in the foudal- 
ism of the soldier and the bigotry of the 
priest ; and the ideas of justice and human- 
ity have been fighting their way like a 
thunder-storm against the organised sel- 
fishness of human nature.” Emerson re- 
marks that “Government has been a fos- 
sil; it should have been a plant.” On the 
other hand, it bas been written that 
“ Government is a trust, and the officers of 
government are trustees; and both the 
trust and the trustees are created for the 
benefit of the people.” One of America’s 
greatest Presidents has exclaimed, “ Gov- 
‘ernment of the people, by the people, and 
for the people, shall not perish from the 
earth.” In these quotations we have a two- 
fold presentation of the character and aims 
of human governments, and they illustrate 
with considerablé appropriateness what we 
find in China. The practical side of gov- 
ernment is indeed a fossil, and too often a 
tyranny, without possessing even the mu- 
tual utilitarianism that Hobbes insisted on 
in his “Leviathan.” One has only to pass 
through a small part of the country to see 
overwhelming evidences of this on every 
side. Generally speaking, Chinese officials 
act only to fill their own purses, and when 
this allurement to activity is wanting, there 
will be indolence. As far as most foreig’ 
ers see, few officials work in order to ad- 
minister justice for its own sake, nor do 
they bestir themselves that they may lessen 
the burdens and add to the eomforts of tho 
eople. : ; 
Notwithstanding all this, the dicta of 
Mencits as to what he regards as the es 
sential qualifications of a ruler are as 
beautiful as were ever conceived. The ut- 
ter failure of them all must be laid at tho 
door of buman nature, which has proved 
self too insubordinate for him, as “Old 
Nick” was too many for Mr. Tulliver ; and 
is strange, too, seeing that, Mencius 
wired to maintain the uprightness of 
nature against all comers. In theory 
he is good; in practice human nature has 
failed to rise to the positions open to it. 
In dealing with Mencius’ conception of an 
ideal government, we have to avoid en 
croaching on the subject of the people on 
the one hand, and the sovereign 
on the other. Each of these will command 
a separate paper. One of the first, if nob 
the very first qualification of a successful 
ruler is that he should love that which is, 
food. Nor can there be any doubt but that 
Mencitis here is at the heart of the ques: 
tion. ‘Those who love and practise what is 
good come to us with the very safest test 
monials of their ability to help on the in- 
terests of the people. ‘Thé prince of Loo, 
wanting to commit the administration of 
his government to the disciple Yo-ching. 
‘Mencius said, “ When I heard it I was so 
glad that I could not go to sleep.” 

“Kung Sun-chow asked, ‘Is Yo-ching a 
man of vigour?’ and was answered ‘No.’ 
{Ts he wise in counsel?” ‘No! ‘Is he 
possessed of much information” ‘No.’ 
‘What then’ made you so glad that you 
could not sleep?” 

“He is a man who loves what is good.’ 

Is the love of what is good sufficient?” 
<The love of what is ood is more than suf- 
ficient qualification for the government of 
the Empire—how much more for the state 
of Loo? If a minister loves what is good, 
all within the four seas will count 1,000 li 
but a small distance, and will come and lay 
their good thoughts before bim.’” 
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Kindness of heart, too, is an essential el 
cement in the administration of an eifec- 
tive government. When asked what vir- 
tue tiere must be in order to attain lm- 
perial sway, Mencius replied, “The love 
and the protection of the people; with 
this there is no power which can preveat a 
ruler from attaining it.” A man who was 
£0 tenderbearted that he could not endure 
that un ox should be killed for sacrifice, be- 
cause he had personally heard it pantin 
and seen it being driven to the shambles, 
possessed a heart that was sutliciently kind 
to carry him onward to the Imperial sway. 
Hence the concrete instruction, “Treat 
with the reverence due to age the elders 
in your own family, so that the elders in 
the families of others shall be similarly 
treated; treat with the kindness due to 

* youth the yong in your own family, so that 
‘the young in the families of other 
similarly treated—do this and the empire 
may be made to go round in your palin.” 
Those therefore who arc responsible for the 
government of a country must love that 
which is good,ard be possessed with a nat- 
ural kindness of heart. They will then 
ipso facto proceed to care for the people, 
which is the supreme raison d'étre of a gov- 
crument’s existence. Constant efforts must 
be made that the people may have a fixed 
mind, which can only follow when they 
have'a fixed livelihood and therefore 
means of subsistence, If this cannot be 
cured fer the people the result will be dis- 
astrous both for the ruler and the ruled. 

“The way of the people is this: If they 
have a fixed livelihood they will have a 
fixed heart. If they have not a cer- 
tain livelihood they have not a fixed heart. 
And if they have not a fixed heart, there 
is nothing that they will not do in the way 
of self-abandonment, of moral deflection, 
of depravity, and of wild license. When 
they have thus been involved in crime, to 
follow them up and punish them is to en- 
trap the people, How can such a thing 
as entrapping the people be done 
the rule of a benevolent man?” Pri 
ples such as these command our respect, 
and if they were applied to the govern- 
ment of this people, would have prevented 
much of the desolation which has so fro- 
quently swept over China with the force 
of a whirlwind and the destructiveness of 
a civil war. But something more than a 
heart is required. A head, too. is needed, 
and a brain that has been trained to the 
work. A ruler cannot govern unless he is 
supported by ministers, and these must be 
men who have learnt. their duties well. 

Mencius illustrates this principle in his 

usual way, quite simply and faithfully. 

He said to a local king, “ If you are going 

to build a large mansion, you will surely 
cause the master of the workmen to look 
out for large trees, and when he has found 
such large trees. you will be glad, think- 
ing that they will answer for your intend- 
ed object. Should the workmen hew them 
s0 as to make them too small, then your 
Majesty will be angry, thinking that ther 
will not answer for your purpose. Now, 
man spends his youth in learning the prin- 
ciples of right government, and being 
grown up to vigour, he wishes to put them 
into practice. If your Majesty says to 
him, ‘For the present put aside what you 
have learnt, and follow me,’ what shall we 
say? Here now you have a gem un- 

wrought. Although it may be worth 240, 

000 tacls you will surely” employ a lap- 

idary to cut and polish it. But when you 

come to the government of the state you 
say, ‘For the present put aside what you 
havo learned and follow me.’ How is it 
that herein you act so differently from 
your conduct in calling in a lapidary to cut 

‘the gem?” 

A king who would insist on getting bis 
‘own way because it was his own way, and 
would reject the guidance of experienced 
and good men, would deserve and would 
receive little respect and support from 
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sion overtake him. Nor is this all. A ru- 
ler must stand in awe of, and must de- 
light in Heaven. “He who with a great 
state serves a small one, delights in Heav- 
en. He who with a small state serves a 
large one, stands in awe of Heaven. He 
who delights in heaven, will affect with his 
love and affection the whole empire. He 
who stands in awe of Heaven, will affect 
with his love and affection his own king- 
dom.” What is probably meant by Heaven 
we shall try to ascertain on some future 
occasion. The word certainly refers to a 
supreme overshadowing power, in whom a 
ruler could delight and before whom he 
stands in awe. The passage seems to im- 
ply that such a ruler held himself respon- 
sible to a higher power whom he feared 
and in whom he delighted. The emper- 
ors of China to-day hold this view—at 
least theorctically—and they prove it by 
thoir conduct during any special trouble 
that may have befallen the people. 

A ruler, however, must not show his 
kindness 'to_ individual persons, but by 
giving attention to graver matters; and if 
he should do this—even though he should 
appear harsh at times—such demeanour 
will not be misunderstood nor resented. 
Mencius recalls a story to illustrate what 
he means. 

WhenTsze Chan was chief minister of the 
state of Ching, he would convey the people 
across the Tsin and Wei in his own car- 
tinge. Meneins sid: “It was kind, but 
showed that he did not understand the 
Practice of government. When in the 
eleventh month of the year the foot- 
bridges are completed “and the car- 
tinge bridges in the twelfth month, 
the people have not the trouble of 
wading. Let a governor conduct his rule 
on principles of equal justice, and when he 
goes abroad, he may cause the people to be 
moved out of his path. But how can he 
convey everybody across the rivers? It fol- 
lows that if a governor will try to please 
everybody he will find the days not suffici- 
ent for his work.” 

One shouldrarely seek for office on account 
of the salary affixed thereto, though there 
may be possible exceptions to this rule. 
Should there be so then there must be no 
hankering after high positions and sub- 
stantial emoluments. but. rather he who, 
because of his poverty, takes office, must 
content himself with an inferior situation, 
if perchance he may eseape starvation. 
* Office should not be sought for on account, 
of poverty, vet there are times when one 
seeks office on that account.” He who takes 
office on account of his poverty must “ de- 
cline an honourable situation and occupy 
alow one; he must decline riches and pre- 
fer to be poor. Such an office will be a very 
lovely one indeed. for such an one will have 
to content himself with guarding the gates 
or even with beating the watchman’s stick.” 

We can now <ee that the principles which 
Mencius inculcated were reliable and well 
worthy of being adopted. There is, of 
course, no mention of representative gov- 
eroment: he never dreamt that such a 
thing had ever been heard of, nor had it in 
his days, Iam not sure that it would be 
possible of adoption in China even to-day,

The great divergence between the 
ideal and the actual in China, is as great 
as that which existed during the middle 
decades of last century at Bantry Bay be- 
tween the Christianity preached on Sun- 
days by the chaplain and that practised by 
the convicts during the week. We need 
not stay here to enquire into the cause of 
this divergence. 





AFGHANISTAN. 
(Written specially for the North-China 
Daily News.) 

‘The first commencement of Afghanistan 

as an independent kingdom was in 1747 
when Ahmad Shah, having seized the vast 
treasure the murdered Nadir Shah was con- 
veying back to Persia from the sack of 
Delhi, had himself crowped king of the 
Durranis, at Kandahar, with the title of 
Ahmad Shah, Durri Durran, 
‘th reigned for 26 years and 
exerted his authority over a stretch of coun- 
try reaching from Lahore in the east to 
Mashad in the north-west; he derived his 
wealth chiefly from invasions of India. He 
was succeeded hy his son Tymur Shah, a 
weak and voluptuous prince, “who removed 
the seat of government from Kandahar to 
Kabul. During his reign of 20 years the 
empire fell to pieces. On his death in 1793, 
having nominated no successor, his ten sons 
contested the heritage: each and all set up 
as independent princes and claimants to the 
throne of the now shranken empire. Of 
these brotliers three came into prominence ; 
Zaman Shah, the eldest, who had pos- 
se~sed himself of the throne Bbujucalemalle 
his full brother, who held Kandahar, and 
Mahmud,who held Herat. Zaman Shah 
had made Peshawur his priscttel residence. 
He caused a powerful B: ai chief, 
Sardar Payandar Khan, who had been 
prime minister to Ahmad’Shah and ‘Tymur, 
to be executed because he thought he had 
too much influence. ‘This act deprived him 
of his throne and his best guide. His 
brother Mahmud deposed him and deprived 
him of his sight. Mahmud was uow in his 
turn attacked and captured ty Shab Shuja, 
who cast him into prison, and Shah Shuja 
ascended the throne at Kabul, but lived 
chiefly at Peshawar. Fateh Khan, the son 
and successor in office of the murdered 
Wazir, Payandar Khan, to avenge the death 
of his father, effected the release of Mahmud 
and set him on the throne at Kabul during 
Shah Shuja’s absence. The latter fled ‘to 
Ranjit Singh at Lahore, who succeeded in 
extorting from him the famous “Kohinur” 
diamond but gave him no assistance, so that 
he was compelled to throw himself on the 
bounty of the East India Company. He 
was given a pension and « residence at 
Ludhiana in the Punjab. 

Tn the meantime Mahmud and his son 
Kamran being jealous of the power of their 
Wazir, Fateh Khan, caused him to be mur- 
dered. This occurred in 1818 and was the 
signal for a general convulsion in the 
country. 

Mahmudand Kamran fled to Herat, and the 
restof the kingdom became divided between. 
the brothers of the murdered Fateh Khan. 
‘The most important of these brothers was 
Dost Mohammed Khan, who siezed Kabul 
with Jellabad and Ghazni, and proclaimed 
himself“ Amir.” It is from this period that 
the policy of England became actively con- 
cerned in the fate of Afghanistan. 

‘About this time the Persians, instigated 
by Russia, seized Herat, and the British 
realising the gravi 



























































yy of this move determined 
to ensure the independence of Herat, and at 
the same time to revive the Durrani dynasty. 
Consequently they invaded Afghanistan, vid 
the Bolan and Khyher passes, relieved Herat, 
and placed Shah Shuja on’ the throne of 





Kabul. Dost Mahomed fled, butsubsequently 
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—in 1840—surrendered to Sir William 
Macnaghten at Kabul and was sent to 


2. 

‘Then followed therebellion of the Afehans, 
the disastrous retreat of the British from 
Kabul, and the subsequent successful opera- 
tions under General Pollock, generally known 
as the first Afghan War. ‘Shah Shuja was 
murdered at Kabul whilst General Pollock 
was advaneing up the Khyber. 

Dost Mahomed was released in India and 
allowed to return to Kabul, where he was 
welcomed by his countrymen and by them 
reinstated as Amir; the British having com- 
pletely withdrawn from the country. "Herat 
was still a separate independent State under 
Shah Kamran, and Kandahar was held by 
three of Dost Mahomed’s brothers. 

During his reign Dost Mahomed greatly 
consolidated his kingdom ; he conquered the 
Balkh provinces, making the Oxus his nor- 
thern boundary, he ousted his brothers from 
Kandahar and annexed Herat, During 
the critical time of the Indian Mutiny in 
1857-58 he adhered to the treaty signed at 
Peshawur by himself and Sir John Lawrence, 
and remained neutral. At the same time, 
in order to suppress any bias his subjects 
might have towards British rule, he shut up 
his country from access from the side of 
India, and maintained a most vigilant super- 
vision over all his own subjects entering or 
returning from its territories. He eucourag- 
ced the priesthood to preach the British down 
as infidels and everything that was vile, and 
allowed the British name to be openly vili 
fied in his own court. 

‘This exelusivepolicy hasbeen followed by his 
successors in the government of Afgh 
as the only secure foundation on which the 
maintenauce of their own despotic authority 
rested. He died at Herat in 1863 aud was 
sueceeded by his son Sher Ali, a younger 
son by a favourite wife. The eldest sons 
were Mahomed Afeul, Governor of Balkh, 
and Mohammed Azim, Governor of Kurram. 

‘The latter of these two was the first. to 
rebel, but he was defeated and had to flee 
to India, Then Afiml revolted but was 
treacherously taken prisoner and put in 
prison. This occurred in 1864, and for the 
next five years there was civil war in 
Afghanistan. It was during these troubled 
times that Abdur Ralman, the late Amir, 
first came to notice, He was the son of 
Afcul and had raised a rebellion against 
Sher Ali in Balkh, Assisted by his uncl 
‘Azim, who had returned from India vid 
Swat’ and Badakbshan, Abdur Rahman 
released his futher Afzal, and_ attacked 
Kabul in 1366. Sher Ali was defeated and 
fled to Kandahar and Afzul proclaimed 
himself Amir. He, however, died in 1867 
and was succeeded by his brother Azim. 

Sher Ali after two unsuccessful attempts 
to regain -his throne, finally, with the 
assistance of his son Yakub Khan, 
defeated Azim and returned to Kabul, 
‘Azim fled to Persia where he died in 1869. 
‘There now only remained Abdur Rahman, 
the son and heir of Afzul, asa claimant to 
the throne, 

Sher Ali was now anxious to secure the 
recognition and support of the British 
Government. His overtures were well re- 
ceived, and in 1869 he met Lord Mayo in 
Durbar at Umballa. ‘The good wuderstand- 
ing which followed this meeting was soon 
counteracted by Sher Ali’s actions. Right 
ly or wrongly he considered he had grievances 
against the British, chiefly on account of 
the British Government's refusal to recognise 
the heir of his choiee—Abdulla Jan—and 
to their intervention on behalf of Yakub, 
his eldest son and lawful heir, whom he had 
cast into prison; and also an account of his 
dissatisfaction with the finding of the Seistan 
boundary commission. ‘The occupation of 
Quetta by the British in 1876, and the 
failure of the attempt to come to an 
amicable agreement by means of a con 
ference of envoys at Peshawur in 1877,

H.B.M.’s CIVIL 
SUMMARY COURT. 


Shanghai, 15th October. 





Tewax Stvum rc. SuusKAnyDas. 

‘This was a claim for $30, wages alleged 

to be due from defendant to plaintiff for 
ono and a-balf month’s service. . 

In reply to the Court, defendant denied 
that the money was owing. 

Jewan Singh, cautioned, said that he 
came to Shanghai on the 1th July and 
went to dofendant’s house. He entered in- 
to defendant's employ and remained with 
him for one and a-half month. Defendant 
only remained in the house for about. 25 
days and then went with witness to an- 
other house, where he began a business of 
making Indian sweetmeats. Defendant 
agreed to pay him $20 per mouth and give 
him food, but he never paid any wages at 
all. When the weather began to get cooler, 
witness asked defendant for money with 
which to buy warmer clothing. Defend- 
ant kept putting him off, but never 
paid him any money. ‘Finally defendant 
removed to Jessfield and witness left his 
employ. 

ss-examined by defendant, witness 
said that he came here from Hongkong 
with defendant's brother, who asked him 
to come. He could not pay his own pas- 
sage, so asked defendant's brother to pay 
it for him and promised that he would re- 
fund it out of his wages. The passage 
amoncy was $11. Defendant had written 
to bis brother at Hongkong and saked him 
to engage a man who could make Indian 
confectionery. Witness was in defendant's 
employ. The brother was living in the same| 
house for some time, but when defendant 
removed, the brother remained in the old 
house, and witness was alone with defen- 
dant ‘in the second house. He did not 
iow whether defendant was in partner- 
ship with his brother or not. He never sold 
sweets for tho brother. He made the sweets 
for defendant and went out with defendant 
to sell them. Defendant always took the 
money. 

In reply to the Court, defendant said 
that witness was with him in the first house 
for 12 days, but was not doing any work. 
‘They were together in the second house 
for 16 days. He had not paid his brother 
the amount of plaintiff’s passage money. 

Jemadar Kahan Singh, of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police, gave evidence that he 
haa known defendant for some time. One 
day he asked him to send a man_to his 
house to make some sweetmeats. Defend 
ant sent Jewan Singh, who made some 
sweetmeats for him, witness supplying the 
ingredients, Plaintiff told him that de- 
fendant’s brother had brought him to 
Shanghai and had promised to take him 
into partnership, but now would do noth- 
ing for him. Plaintiff asked witness to 











lend him $15, but witness said that he 

ould like to’ make some enquiries about 
him before lending him money. The next 

{ day witness asked defendant about plain- 
tiff and was told not to lend him any 
money as he was “no good.” Witness 
could net say whether plaintiff was in de- 
fendant’s employ or not. 

Bhurpoor Singh, cautioned, said that he 
knew that plaintiff was employed by de- 
fendant.. He had seon him making sweets 
for the defendant and had also seen him 
carrying defendant’s basket in Yangtzepoo 
when defendant was selling his wares. 

Defendant said that as he could only 
carn $15 per month himself, it was xidica- 
lous to think that he would agree to pay 
an employee $20 per month. 

His Honour said that, it was quite evi- 
dent that plaintiff had “done some work 
for the defendant. Judgment would be 
given for the plaintiff for the sum of $3. 
There would be no costs; there would be 
no charge for the summons. 

















GERMAN CONSULAR 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 14th October.

Frederick Ingold, accountant, of Port 
Arthur, was charged with embezzliny 
81,018.50 from the firm of Messrs. Franl 
A.’ Blake and Son, 2, the Bund, between 
the 20ch July and’ the Ist September. It 
will be remembered that the prisoner was 
first brought up at the Mixed Court, then 
at the U.S. Court, and afterwards handed 
over to the German authorities. He ap- 
peared in Court under the charge of 
Detective Macpherson, who arrested him 
at Port Arthur and brought hin down to 
Shanghai. 

The complainant, Frank A. Blake, stated 
the facts of the ‘case. It appeared that 
a fortnight after he had engaged him he 

id « debt of 8580 which prisoner had 
Ineurred at the Astor House. Prisoner gave 
a draft for this amount on a United 
tates firm, but it turned out to be worth- 
ess. ‘This led the complainant to inves- 
ite _matters, and he discovered that. 
prisoner had been misappropriating various 
sums of money. Upon being spoken to, the 
prisoner made restitution to the extent of 
3600, and solemnly assured complainant 
that the defaleations discovered were all he 
had made. The complainant did not take 
the matter into Court, wishing to spare 
the feelings of the prisoner's wife, and 
allowed the prisoner to depart. “He 
afterwards found that further sums of 
money amounting to something like $1,200 
were missing, a ided to take action in 
the matter. ‘The prisoner gave him a draft 
for an amount which turned out to be 
worthless, and he was then arrested. 

‘The prisoner admitted that he had mis- 
appropriated a certain amount of money 
from the complainants. 









































‘The complainant said that to show what 
sort of man the prisoner was ib was only 
necessary fof him to mention that he had

The prisoner was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment, Dr. Knipping stat- 
ing that the Court did not pass a heavier 
sentence because the salary of the prisoner 
was only $1004 month, the money of the 
firm was placed at his disposal, and his temp- 
tation to steal was thus very great. ‘The 
Court further took into consideration the 
fact that since his arrest in Port Arthur, 
the prisoner had been in custody.

PUBLIC EXAMINATION OF W. F. CARY 
INTO HIS AFFAIRS, 

The public examination of Mr. W. F, 
Cary into his affairs was opened yesterday 
morning. Mr. D. MeNeill " (Messrs, 
Dowdall, Hanson nnd MeNeill) appeared 
for the debtor; Mr. E. Nelson (Messrs, 
Stokes and Platt) for the Yokohama Specio 
Bank, Limited, the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China, and Mr. Li 
Loh-zu; Mr. F. Ellis (Messrs, Browett, 
and Ellis), for Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg 
and Co. ; and Mr. Latter (Messrs. Drum: 
mond and White-Cooper), for Messrs. 
Lathom and Co., New Yor 

‘Mr. Nelson said that the claim of the 
Chartered Bank had not yet been filed. 
He would like to ask a few’ questions as to” 
the means of the debtor, who appeared to 
be living in a prosperous’ manner, and yet 
from whom no money had been received 
for the last twelve months. 

His Honour said that about a’ year 
go he made an order allowing Mx. Cary 
to reserve for his personal use ‘ls. 150 per 
month, and to make a sworn statement on 
the fifth day of each month as to his earn. 
ings, paying into Court the money he had 
received over and above the sum allowed 
him. Since then three payments had been 
made into Court, one of three taels, one of 
ten taels, and one of four taels, a total 
payment during the year of seventeen taels. 

Mr, Nelson—When you made that order, 
Mr. Cary's wife was here and she stated 
that she was absolutely without means of 
her own. 

His Honour said that Mx, Cary could 
now be examined. 

Mr. Nelson (to the debtor)—When did 
you leave Messrs. Cary and Co, About 
the middle of September. 

What did you proceed to do then ?—T did 
not do anything much for about a month 
and a-half. T made some money by various 
little commissions, by selling things here 
and there. The commission was simply 
the brokerage on the sale. 

When did you obtain permanent. em- 
ployment?—The middle of November, when 
the Tnternational Trading Company was 
started. 

His Honour—Mr. Cary stated that. the 
International Trading Company was Mrs, 
Cary, and no one else. 

‘Mr. Nelson—Mrs. Cary has been away? 
—Yes, she has been in New York. 







































Have you any agreoment with the In- 
ternational Trading Company ?—No written 
agreement. 


What is the agreement?—Working on 
commissions which vary on different goods. 

Mr. Goodnow—This is a power of at- 
torney from Mrs. Cary. ‘There is no men- 


tion of the International Trading Company, 
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Mr. Nelson—This power of attorney 
was given before she left?—Yes, before 
she left. 

Did your wife take the office We took 
the pluce, engaged the Chinese, and made 
our arrangements with the Chinese. 

What was the amount of capital you 
had?—When we wanted money Mrs. Cary 
arranged to pay it in. 

‘His Honour—How much has been paid 
in?—I could not tell you that without 
looking at the books. 

Mr. Nelson—Have you any books here? 
—No. 

‘Do you remember answering me last time, 
stating that Mrs. Cary had absolutely no 
means ?—At that time, no. Then she 
received some money from home. 

Who did the money come from ?—I 

* could not say exactly. 

Do you mean to say that you do not

Ar the Mixed Court on Friday morning 
before Mr. Chany (Magistrate) and Mr. F. 
E, Wilkinson (British Assessor), a man was 
charged with stealing twenty tons of brick 
chips belonging to Messrs. C. J. White 
and Co. Sergeant Gibson stated the chips 
had been stored in a garden off the Carter 
Road, and prisoner who had a contract in 
hand at a dairy close by, used the chips. 
He was paid $39 on the contract. The 
bricks were valued at $30 and were stolen 
during the months of August. and Septem- 
ber. A representative from Messrs. White 
and Co., in reply to the Court, said he 
would like the value of the bricks refunded. 
The Court ordered prisoner 300 blows and 
to pay $30 compensation.—On Saturday 
moiniog before Sir. Chang (Magistrate) 
and Dr. Forke (Getman Assessor), a native 
shop-keeper was accused with having in 
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his possession fifteen brass dollars, and 
attempting to pat, same, into circulation. 
Inspector Wilson stated that Mr. Henning, 
8 Municipal tax collector, went to the man's 
shop tu collect money due. Prisoner ten- 
dered him §3, which, upon the Municipal 
shroff examining them, were found to be 
brass. Prisoner said he would change 
them, and went upstairs for that purpose. 
‘The tax collector, whose suspicions were 
aroused, followed him and found six more 
brass dollars on a table. The prisoner 
kept a joss paper shop, but had a: separate 
vounter for changing money, so that he 
must have known the dollars were bad.

more brass dollars. The Magistrate thought 
that prisoner’s yes were not good and 
consequently the dollars were passed by mis- 
.. Inspector Wilson replied that it did 
not require eyesight to tell bad dollars; they 
were generally detected by their sound. 
Besides, prisoner had a shroff in the shup. 
‘The Magistrate then contended that. there 
were always a lot of bad dollars in all shops, 
and they were kept in a certain place. 
Inspector Wilson replied that prisoner was 
a professional money changer and he hat 
tried to pass the dollars intentionally to 
foreigner. The Magistrate remarked that 
prisoner would surely know better than to 
try to pass the dollars upon a Municipal 
tax collector, Inspector Wileon said. the 
nine bad dollars were found together on 
the table, the other six were in the bo: 
which only went to show the man knew 
they were bad. Prisoner was fined 
$30 and the brass dollars were ordered 
to be confiscated—On Monday morning 
before Mr. Chang (Magistrate) and Mr. 
FE, Wilkinson (British Assessor), six 
men were charged with gambling with dica 
and dominoes in a tea-shop in the Tiendong 
Road, contrary to the Municipal Regula- 
tions. Inspector Aiers stated that only 
four ofthe prisoners actually gambled ; the 
others made bets on the gambling. He 
did not think prisoners should be let 
off with any fine less than their bail, 
$3 each. The Assessor said he did not 
intend to fine them more than a dollar 
each. His object was to punish the ring- 
leader. Captain-Superintendent Boisragon 
said these gamblers gave a lot of trouble 
to the police, and an example ought to be 
made. ‘The Magistrate was of opinion that, 
bail should be forfeited. ‘The Court finally 
fined five men $10 each, and the ringlesder 
was given 200 blows.—A man was charged 
with conducting a likin office in the limits 
of the Settlement, contrary to Municipal 
Regulations, and another man connected 
with the above was charged with attempting 
to collect $5 likin duty from # complainant 
who was in charge of a boatload of flour at 
the Sunkiang Road jetty, near the Bund, 
on the 9th inst. Taspector Wilson stated 
that there were two charges. One was 
that a likin runner had attempted to le 
likin duty from a msn on the Bu 
When he was arrested he gave information 
sto where the office was, and the police 
on going there arrested the other man, 
who appeared to be in charge. ‘The office 
was in an alleyway off the Ningpo Road, 
and had two tin plates outside and a 
signboard inside the door, stating the 
nature of the office. The’ boatman had 
refused to pay the duty demanded. The 
man arrested in the Ningpo Road office 
said that his brother, who was absent, was 
in charge of the office. He had consequent- 
ly been let out on bail to find his brother, 
but he had not done so. Prisoner had said 
the house was a private residence, but the 
signboards were shown to the Court. The 
Inspector would like the prisoner to 
state who was really in charge of the 
oflice. - Ross stated that the 
other prisoner had been cherged sbout 
eight months previously with stealing 
opium from the as, Kutwo, At this stage 
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the Assessor desired to address Captain- 
Superintendent Boisragon, and the latter 
went upon the bench and stood there until 
the close of the case. The whole time 
the Captain-Superintendentremained there, 
it was impossible for the reporters to 
learn the Magistrate's or the Assessor's 
views of the case, as these were confided 
|to Capt, Boisragon only, and the punish. 
ment inflicted was only known by looking 
at the charge sheet. The prisoner who 
was found in charge of the office was fined 
21,000. The money is to be distributed 
equally between the Shantung Road and 
St. Luke's Hospitals and the Sinza Refuge. 
‘The other prisoner was sentenced to 500 
blows and to be deported.

PIECE GOODS.—What with the low Exchange, high cost of replacing, unsatisfactory state of finance in the North and the uncertainty , 
regarding the new Tariff the dealers here do not Sppear to bo at alficlined to operate. |Our market has ia consequence during tho 
interval been almost lifeless and with few exceptions clearances have been falling off. The actual business done is most insignificant 
as regards spot sules; and forward transactions, save perhaps in the. way of specialities in Fancy. makes, are the exception, The 
news that the Imperial Court has at last made a move out of their place of refuge, although fully confirmed, does not appear 
to have created much enthusiasm amongst the Natives, who are probably counting up the enormous amount of money that 
will be absolutely wasted by this Imperial progress, and out of whose pockets it will have to come. ‘The benefits that were 
prognosticated would xecrue to trade when the Court returned are still in embryo,-and every day adds to the overbearing demands of 
the reactionary officials for the withdrawal of the Foreign troops from the Northern Ports, and also of Foreign traders from the Capital. 
With regard to the former the Home Governments are not likely to do anything of the sort hastily, and as regards the latter the 
Foreign Ministers might well contend that they are necessary for the comfort of those who have to live in the Legations—as they are 
mostly of the purveyor class we imagine. 

AAs mentioned above the Exchange with the North is largely responsible to the stoppage of business. With Trests1y it is nom 
down to a parity, while with Newcnwase it has declined to 910. ‘The Auctions, at which by far the bulk of the business has been 
done, have been’ without much life and prices rule irregularly. The home markets are decidedly firm and in spite of the easier tone 
of the public telegrams actnal attempts to do business prove conclusively that prices are higher than they were last week. Cotton in 
Livenroot declined to 4}4d., but private messages to-day report it back to 4jd. again. The New York. market is strong and 
unmoveable. ‘he dispute mentioned last week regarding certain Mills insisting ‘on shipping under their own chops has been 
compromised, the Mill owners agreeing to ship half tie quantity under the buyers private chops. 

In its special Cotton Crop Supplement” the New York Commercial and Financial Chronicle of 7th Soptember gives some 
very interesting particulars concerning the industry in this staple throughout the world. The total Awuricay crop for the season 
just closed is now stated to be 10,425,141 bales, of 500 Ibs. each, an increase of close upon a million bales over the previous season; but 
nearly $00,000 bales under that of the 1893-99 crop. OF this total 3,729,453 bales were consumed in the Stres, 2,062,441 being 
taken by the Northern and 1,667,012 by the Southern Mills, Great Bi took 2995434 bales out of the 6,638,813 bales 
exported. In the very able review of the trade for the year in Cotton fabrics it is made clearly evident that, unless manufacturers 
in the Star#s cau find more outlets for their rapidly increasing production, there is a poor outlook for the ‘\ills. ‘The following 
Statomont is significant—** The Cotton Goods trad has held a singular place the past year—that is to say, it has stood by itself, out of 
“conformity with all industrial surroundings. If one looks in almost any other direction there is found to have been activity, progress, 

profit; but Cotton Spinning has dragged especially the last six months, spindles running not even on full time, and yet stocks of goods 

Acoumulated and the financial results have proved, as a rule, profitless.” In the face of this unsatisfactory situation, which has been 

brought about by the fact ‘that the capacity of production has out stripped the home power of consumption, and there has been no 

“suthicient outlet for the surplus,” the twelve months just closed has seen an increase of 1,279,320 Spindles in the Southern Mills alone, 

As regards farther developments on the tapis, 27 new Mills containing 233,652 spindles are expected to begin operations before 

the close of this vene, anil 93 other Mills containing 529,710 spindles are, expected to be ready. carly next, year. The contemplated 

additions to old’ Mills reach an aggregate of about 400,000 spindles.‘ There are also some 86 Mills upon which work has made little 

“or no progress, int which have got beyond the ‘ project’ stage. A general belief quite prevalent among the claes which is promoting 

“projects of that charactor (‘Small Cotton Mills’) is that the whole set-back the trade has suffered has been due to the situation 

“in Ching, and with a settlement of the difficulties there the expectation widely entertained is that the Cotton Manufacturing business 

“will revive. ‘Those small Mills it will be remembered, were as a rule to cater to the China trade. The fabrics in demand for that
